CITIZENS FIGHT SCARLET FEVER 


Upper Alton Has Strict Quarantine, 
Special Policemen and Vigilant, 
All-Powerful Health Officer. 

A meeting of the board of education and 
the village board of Upper Alton was held 
in the town hall Friday night, and the 
matter of checking the scarlet fever epl- 
demic in Upper Alton was discussed. There

Organized Opposition to England and 
English Rule Now Exists With 
Funds Enough for the 
Work.

LONDON, Nov. 2.—The action of the 
United Irish League in calling upon the 
Irish party to abstain from attendance at 
the special parliamentary session, opening 
on Dec. 38 at Westminster, is the chief 
political topic of the hour. 

William O’Brien, M. P., the moving spirit 
of the league, has telegraphed the follow- 
fing statement to the Post-Dispatch, ex- 
plaining and justifying this novel policy: 

“The resolution to boycott the English 
Parliament in order to attend to the busi- 
mess of the national convention of the 
United Irish League, our own § national 
Parliament in Dublin, is undoubtedly a new 
departure, 

Irish Contempt 

for English Opinion. 

“It emphasizes the fact that the Irish 
question has entered upon a new phase, in 
which Ireland has a sovereign contempt for 
English arrangements and English opinion. 

“The domirant note of the new move- 


ments is that Ireland has reorganized her 
forces and purged the Irish party of fac- 
tions by her own courage and resources 
with scarcely any assistance from abroad. 
She means to convince Kngland now that 
fhe intends to Somaprote the consolidation of 
Ireland's own parliamentary forces with- 
out troubling herself in the least as to 
what the English Parliament says or does. 

“The empty Irish benches at Westminster 


of a separate and hostile country which 
will either have to be conciliated or con- 
quered all over again. 

“Irishmen will not lose by this policy of 
abstention any opportunity for effectively 


worrying England. All that could be done at | 
Westminster would be to renew the platonic | 


protest against the Boer war. This pro- 
test can be made in our own separate legis- 
lature in a manner that will strike England 
harder and arrest more attention in Europe 
and America. 

“The national convention will be the Indis-

t is the people who have created the new 
Irish party who will have to support them 
and it is the people through this most dem- 
ocratic of all national conventions who must 
lay down the rules for the formation, dis- 
cipline and program of the party. 

“If Healy chooses to go to Westminster 
and advertise himeelf by a separate demon- 
stration he will go there as an open rebel 
against the national convention and the 
new party.

flaxseed market Is believed to have been 
attended with disastrous consequences. 

Alexander Euston, former president of 
the National Linseed O!l Co., and perhaps 
the best posted man in Bt. Louis on linseed 
oil affairs, said last night to the Post- 
Dispatch: 

“IT believe that there isa certain interest 
in the American Linseed Oil Co. which Is 
working to bring about a reorganization of 
the corporation. 

“At one time there was a good deal of 
stock in this company held in St. Loula. 
That was justafter the old National com- 
pany went out of existence, and its affairs 
were merged with that of the American. 

‘‘The local stockholders in the American 
company got their shares in exchange for 
their holdings in the old National company, 
and at about 86 or 87 for both common and 
preferred. Shortly after they received their 
stock the securities advanced to 9, 
here most of the St. Louisans thought it 
wise to sell out. 

“IT am not surprised to hear that the 
of a receiver.

PRICES DRIFTED ABOUT IN AN 
AIMLESS WAY. x 


SOME INDEPENDENT STRENGTH 


Bank Statement Was Peculiar, but 
Failed to Have Any Material Ef- 
fect on the Market. 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24.—The most striking 
point of today’s market was its duliness 
compared with the recent level of activity. 
Neither the public nor the large operators 
seemed to be taking any part in the mar- 
ket and prices drifted rather aimlessly and 
hesitatingly. ° 

The continued weakness in some stocks, 
especially Steel and Wire, at the opening 
was offset by the aggressive strength of 
others. Northern Pacific opened over a 
point higher and extended the advance 
later to over two points. There was inde- 
pendent strength shown at different times 
by Union Pacific and by the Southern Rail- 
nee stocks, which lifted them 1@1% points 
each. 

There seemed to be some inkling of the 
favorable character of the bank statément 
before its appearance on the tape. The bear 
traders have circulated rumors since *yes- 
terday that some mysterious influence was 


at work which would spoil the good féat- | 


ures of the statement. Shorts covered heav- 
ily in advance of the statement and a gen- 


eral rally occurred, which lifted the whole | 


market well over last night, many stocks 
rising a point or more. The bears were 
much struck by the failure of any large 
buying demand to develop with the easy 
money conditions indicated, and they put 
out fresh short lines in the last few min- 
utes of the trading, except for the stocks 
where particular strength had been shown. 

The market at no time showed the urgent 
liquidation which was the feature yester- 
day, but new buying was equally lacking, 
even when the technical question became 
distinctly favorable. 

#o far as the known movements of money 
show, the banks received less than $5,000,000 
this week. The increase of $7,538,800 shown 
by the statement is supposed to be due to 
some special movement of cash from near- 
by cities in which a single bank has been 
concerned. This item figured more largely 
in the deposit increase than did the loan 
expansion of $4,874,000. Therefore, in spite 
of the swelling of the reserve requirement 
by nearly $3,000,000, the actual surplus is in- 
creased by $4,608,500.

FOR HIGHER 
RANGE OF COTTON PRICES. 


FUTURE MARKETS QUITE ACTIVE 


Many Persons in the Trade Believe 
That the Situation Is Entire- 
ly Bullish. 


Generally small stocks of cotton every~- 
where and strong continental markets, to- 
gether with Mr. Neill’s bullish crop esti- 
mate and much new buying, has served to 
make the week in the cotton market of more 
than ordinary interest. 

Transactions in both spot and specula- 
tive centers have broadened considerably 
and further activity is anticipated.

Louis. 

NEW YORK, Nov. 2%4.—Now that the ef- 
fect of Neill’s cotton crop estimate has al- 
most passed away, the cotton trade is re- 
verting to those features which were about 


to develop when the statement of the well- 
known forecaster was put forth. 

To a good many persons who have inves- 
tigated this, it has become readily appar- 
ent that the cotton market is in shape for 4 
large bull campaign and that both future 
and spot prices must eventually be on @ 


=~ higher price level. 


The annual batch of crop estimates have 
appeared of late, and the majority of these 


point to a crop of about 200,000 bales under 
| 10,0y0, 0UU. 


‘these naturally have called for much dis- 
cussion everywhere and have made @ 518~ 
nificant impression. The fact that no large 
estimates have appeared thus far is also 
a fact callling for some comment. 

Whatever may be the value of these 65- 
timates it remains that the crop is gener- 
ally believed to be not over 10,000,000 bales 
and possibly much less. 

Port receipts for the season thus_ far 
have been 2,985,000 bales, as against 2,673, 0u0 
bales last year, and the visible supply of 
the staple is at present 3,436,000 bales, as 
compared with 3.908.000 in 1899. 

Persons who are expert in their knowl- 
edge of prevailing conditions insist that 
the statistical position of cotton is very 
strong and that the world’s requirements 
of American cotton cannot be filled with 
the present prospect of a crop around 1),- 


The feeling among the trade is that, as 
the true condition is realized, the. market 
will begin to show improvement, and on a 
materially larger scale than was witnessed 
during the last week. 

Port receipts of late have not been much 
more than half as large as those in 1897 and 
1898, the years when the crops were 11,206,000 
and 11,216,000 bales respectively. The indi- 
cations are for a much lighter interior 
movement, and news from many of the in- 
terior points stated that stocks at many 
places continue to be devleted heavily. 

Southern spot markets are gencrally un- 
changed, but there is a very favorable 
feeling regarding the future of prices. The 
spot Jemahe from spinners and manufac- 
turers is increasing steadily, and spinners 
show more of a desire to accumulate sup- 
plies that they have evinced in a long 
time past. 

At Liverpool the markets have been very 
strong during the past week. At first there 
was a reluctance to follow the American 
prices, but the English trade generally has 
begun to accept the estimates made by do- 
mestic experts, and this has resulted in a 
scramble for the stuff at Liverpool. 

Stocks in the Liverpool market are now 
430,000 bales, as against 796,000 bales last 
year. The stocks at that point have in- 
creased 65,000 bales, but of course this can- 
not continue. 

The leading southern markets would ap- 
pear to be awaiting higher prices, and this 
has led to the reports that a good deal of 
cotton was being held back. Careful in- 
vestigation has discovered that this fact 
exists only in a few places, none of which 
are very important. 

In Texas, the recent rains appear to have 
done no little harm, and it fs claimed that 
70 per cent of the crop in that state has not 
yet been marketed. 

In the future markets there has been a 
large elimination of the extensive short tn- 
terest that existed, up to a few days ago. 
The longs have very generally realized; 
but the new buying has been sufficiently 
large to offset both these factors and as a 
result the speculative markets have been 
OReee and more interesting than in some

WHEAT FUTURES FLUCTUATED 


WITHIN NARROW RANGE. 


BUSINESS CONTINUED LIGHT 


Neither Buying or Selling Reached a 
Large Volume and Interest 
Was Light. 


The course of the wheat market during 
the past week did not satisfy either of the 
grain factions. The declines or rallies 
were not of a pronounced enough char- 
acter, and throughout the week the futures 
were narrow and interest at a low ebb. 


A general lack of demand was one of 
the principal causes of the occasional weak 
spots in the market, which were also due 
to continuous long selling. 

The spread of the week was compara- 
tively smali and the amoung of grain that 
changed hands was not such as to cause 
any violent fluctuations. 

Light shipments and fair receipts were 
bear conditions, but to offset this cables 
were most of the time gune gtoady and 
the range did not shade off very heavily. 

In the early part of the week the demand 
was good and futures for a time worked 
higher and then the selling began and with 
it the range weakened and the market soon 
worked down below the closing prices of the 
previous week, where the market closed. 

Crop news was usually scarce and was 
mostly of a bearish nature, being responsi- 
ble in part for some of the declines, which 
came towards the latter part of the week. 
The Price Current reported conditions as 
practically unchanged. The Modern Miller 
told of the ravages of the Hessian fly in 
some sections of the country. Reports 
from the Argentine state that conditions 
are entirely unchanged, with the demand 
poor in spite of heavy shipments. 

Saturday it was reported that foreigners 
were selling wheat in the markets of this 
country and as the futures abroad are only 
a few cents over those of this country it 
looked as if they were trying to work the 
market down to an export basis. Liverpool 
is about l4c over Chicago and considering 
high carrying charges this is a small 
sprea 

Corn was quiet, in sympathy with the 
steady tone tn the wheat market, the fu- 
tures showing little change during the 
week. 

This cereal was affected by many of the 
conditions which had some influence oyer 
the fine grain and having little on which 
to move independently it stood still. 

The oats market was the most uninter- 
esting of all, this cereal being in poor de- 
mand and showing exceedingly small 
changes for the week. 

Few sales of this cheap grain were re- 
corded and at such long intervals that 
they had little effect on the market. 

The outlook in the wheat market does 
not strongly favor either side, the pros- 
pect being for a narrow and dull market, 
a repetition of that of the past week. 

Wheat may work a little higher, but 
there is little In the general situation to 
warrrant any violent changes either up or 
down. 

The long continued bear raid has greatly 
reduced the bull ranks and many traders 
who a short time ago were on the bull side 
are now as strongly inclined to sell and 
work on the bear. 

Probably never in the history of the grain 
trade have traders for so long a time been 
so entirely wrong in their predictions. For 
many months ardent bulls continued to 
buy wheat hoping for an advance and then 
when the heavy decline came they were 
crowded out and lost their margins. Now 
the majority of these men are on the bear 
side and again they may be fooled, but the 
outlook is far more bearish than bullish, 

Violent changes in elther direction are 
not to be expected and the range will In all 
probability drag along slowly with few haltf- 
way important changes. 

The corn and oats markets will probably 
follow that of wheat and show few changes. 
There is not enough in the general situa- 
tion to warrant a wide spread in these 
cereals and the futures will receive scant 
attention from the pit.

BAD START BEAT HIM 


HOW J. LOUIS HOLLAND LOST THE 
SHEFFIELD HANDICAP. 


DICK JARRETT ON THE RACE 


Famous Football Player Coached Hol- 
land and Says the St. Louisan 
Would Have Won but 
for Ill-Luck. 


A bad start was all that prevented J. 
Louis Holland of St. Louis from winning 
England's Sheffield handicap and $50,000. 
Even from a bad position the St. Louisan 
made a marvelous showing against the 
greatest sprinters in the world, and was 
beaten only by a foot in sensational time. 

The race was won by J. F. Keane, who 
hails from Rochester, N. Y. This makes: 
three times in succession that Keane has 
won the famous handicap. One hundred 
and seventy sprinters were entered in the 
event. The men were divided into four 
heats. Holland, who was entered under 
an assumed name, started from the ll- 
yard mark. 

Dick Jarrett, the well-known football 
player, who will line up with the Cyclists 
today, had charge of Holland. 
was acquainted with a prominent English 
bookmaker named Joe Platt. Platt had 
seen Holland go in private trials and was 
familiar with his tremendous speed long 
before the Sheffield was run. 

When Platt saw seven to one marked 
against Holland's chances of winning his 


heat he unbuckled his bank roll and Kept 
betting until race time. Holland was 
off in a good position in the heat and 
won pulling, by a foot. The heat was 
not near as fast as the other three, so 
when the four men lined up for the final 
the St. Loulsan was a rank outsider in the 
bettiig. As high as twenty-four to one 
was laid against his chances. 

Platt and Jarrett knew that their charge 
could. beat the time he made in the heat, 
so they went after the long price with a 
vengeance. According to Jarrett, the party 
stood to win over $100,000 if Holland 
crossed the tapein front. The sprinter was 
to secure half of this for his trouble. Jar- 
rett gzys that when the race came off Hol- 
land was never so good. He was going 
faster than at any other time in his life. 

‘‘In his trials he did even time and bet- 
ter,’’ said Jarrett, “so we thought he would 
win the big handicap without any trouble. 
When the four men lined up for the start 
the starter blew his whistle before Hol- 
land got ready. After the race Holland said 
that he did not hear the starter say ‘get 
set." When the starter said ‘get ready’ Lou 
was standing erect and was waiting for 
the ‘get set’ warning before he would take 
the stooping position which is so popular 
with the sprinters. 

“At the sound of the whistle Keane was 
going before Holland was fairly in Ais 
stride. Léu lost no time getting after the 
leaders. He passed two of the men and at 
the 100-yard mark he was fully a yard be- 
hind Keane who was increasing his speed 
at every stride. Holland nung on and was 
making up the lost ground inch by Inch, 
but he could not overcome the handica 
that Keane gained on him at the s A 
When the string was broken Holland was 
less than a foot behind the winner. 

“The story the Post-Dispatch printed when 
we left St. Louls was reprinted in full in 
the Manchester Sporting Chronicle, so when 
we stepped on English soil the Britishers 
knew all about us. We had to go into hid- 
ing for a month. Holland of course was 
supposed to be an unknown English runner 
of little or no ability. In order to make 
a success of this after the writing up we 
got it was necessary for us to go out on 
a farm far away from life. 

“In this way Holland managed to pick up 
some of the British slang and expressions. 
While in hiding we worked hard, so when 
we made our appearance on the turf we 
were both in fine condition. I entered Hol- 
land in the Oldham Handicap, which is 
ilmost as rich as the Sheffield. Holland 
was placed on the sixteen-yard mark 
Seven to one was offered against his 
ehances of winning the heat. Platt and my- 
«elf bet a lot of —! and Lou won easily. 
The people grew suspicious and commenced 
nvestigating. They found that Holland 
wore a pair of pomps that were purchased 
in New York.

BY REY. M. BURNHAM, D. D. 


Psalm 68: 5, 6: “‘A father of the fatherless, and a judge of the widows, is God In 
his holy habitation. God setteth the solitary in families; he bringeth cut those which 
are bound with chains; but the rebellious dwell in a dry land.’ 

HE word of God makes much of the family, of the institution and laws of marriage. 
Marriage is commended in God's word. It is by divine ordinance. God declared in 
the second chapter of Genesis, concerning the first marriage in Iden: “It is not 

good that man should be alone; I will make him an helpmeet for him: and he made 
the woman and brought her to the man to be with him in a relation so intimate and so 
tender that God declared as the law his law, “Therefore shall a man leave his father and 
his iother and shall cleave unto his wile, and they shall be one flesh.” 

We have come again to Thanksgiving days. Ina material world there are abundant 


dant prosperity as a people: our homes have been b'essed: our Christian 


with all the blots and stains upon it, is yet a great cause for gratitude to God 

But from the many reasons today for which we have cat'se to be abundantly grateful 
I think there is one that ought to claim our deep interest. I refer to our Christian 
homes; our homes as the product of Christian civilization. This is my theme. 

The home is a divine institution. God has ordained the Christian family. Reas- 
oning from that primeval paradise in Eden, to which reference has been made in our 
text, our Lord himself declared, “For this cause shall a man leave his father and mother, 
and cleave to his wife; and they twain shall be one flesh; so then they are no more 
twain, but one flesh. What, therefore, God hath joined together let no man put 
asunder.” 

The home is guarded by statute law; the home is guarded by moral hw. Our 
Lord declared in terms unmistakable, ‘“‘Moses, because of the hardness of your hearts, 
suffered you to put away your wives; but from the beginning it was not so. . And I say 
unto you, Whosoever shall put away his wife, except for fornication, and shall marry 


be, but one authority, and both these authorities will center in 
true parenthoo! and seek the end for which the family was 
instituted. 

There are four points in the organization of the family 
which we will consler briefly: 

1. Betrothal. What is betrothal? Betrothal is a promise 
between one man and one woman by which in prospect of 
marriage they are bound together—a promise which confers

Even now the ostrich farm is com- 
monly regarded as a sort of side show, its 
main revenue the gate fees gathered from 
the infrequent tourist. 

Localities favored with a mild and equa- 
ble climate are particularly adapted to the 
rearing of the birds. 

They are confined in pens and fed on al- 
falfa, from three to five pounds being given 
each bird dGaily.. Sometimes a dessert of 
corn or chopped beets is added to the bill of 
fare. 

Unmated birds roam the 
flocks. 

The paired birds are placed two in a pen 
and those’at all vicious or hard to handle 
are kept in solitary confinement. Between 
the pens runs a lane six feet in width. Mrs, 
Ostrich, thus relieved of family cares, con- 
tinues to lay eggs without troubling her- 
self to keep strict account of the number. 

An ostrich egg weighs three pounds, and 
the chick’ that emerges therefrom measures 
12 inches. or thereabouts, from the tip of 
ites stubby bill to its stubby two-toed feet. 

When three days old ‘the chicks begin to 
pick a living, and are fed on green alfalfa. 
They are very observing, and will peck 
critically at any shining object—a ring upon 
the hand held eut to them, a cuff button 
or anything that strikes their fancy. At 
this stage their shaggy~-coats bear no re- 
semblance to the future feather crop, but 
look rather like Bunches of excelsior. Their 
growth is rapid for the first six months, 
averaging one foot a month. 

When full grown, an ostrich stands eight 
feet high, and weighs 200 pounds or more. 

They sometimes live to a great age. One 
in the possession of a southern California 
rancher has passed its fiftieth birthday, 
and shows no sign of advancing age. On 
the contrary, he is quite able to stand his 
ground with the lustiest of his grandsons, 
and vigorously defends his share of the 
daily mess. 

When 4 years of age the female ostrich 
breeds. She lays from 12 to 15 eggs, scoop- 
ing an untidy nest in the sand and dropping 
the eggs about in a heedless, slatternly 
fashion.

A» more devoted couple than Mr. and Mrs, 
Ostrich would be hard to find, and more- 
over, these birds mate for e. 

That the instinctive love of freedom does 
not assert itself with these free-born roam- 
ers of the veldt is a matter of wonder; 
and what is there between them and lib- 
erty? A slightly built fence from four to 
five rails high; and to look at the birds 
one would imagine that it would be a com- 
paratively easy matter for them to jump 
the frail barrier. Doubtless they do not 
know eof the possibilities as yet undevel- 
oped in their stilt-like legs. 

Their wings are comparati¥ély weak and 
powerless, and seem t® have been designed 
for any use rather than the one generally 
ascribed to that portion of a bird's anat- 
omy. 

The male ostrich is black, and it is from 
him that the finest feathers are obtained, 
the glossy black plumes, 24 in number, that 
are found on each wing, and the long tail 
feathers being the most desirable. 

The female is of a color best described 
as ‘‘goose brindle,’’ but handsome feathers 
of a pure white, half hidden from view by

the draggled plumage, are taken irom her 
wings. 

The .shearing of the ostrich is accom- 
plished without pain or inconvenience to the 
bird, and there is nothing to be said against 
the appropriation of his plumes for the 
adorning of fair women. 

The body feathers of the ostrich are gath- 
ered from the corrals as they are shed, for 
even these have a selling price, 

At the plucking, the feathers of the male 
and female birds are placed in separate 
bags. and the tail and wing feathers are 
also kept apart. This is done to save time 
during the sorting and grading that follows 
the gathering of the féat'her crop, 

The price of “raw” feathers ranges from 
$5 to $300 per pound, but it is not home 
production that has lowered the price. 

Previous to the era of ostrich farming in 
America, feathers were imported at a cost 
of $300 per pound. Now a valuable discov- 
ery has been made, and by a pracess un- 
known to the uninitiated the inferior gray 
and brown feathers are easily bleached te 
& purse white, when they are colored any 
Shade desired. 

A feather in. the raw state is noticeably 
unhandsome; it is of a dull brown or gray, 
and as stiff and akward as a turkey quill. 
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RECIPES #6 COOKING QUAIL 


OW is the time for quail. he sea- 
N son commenced Nov. l. The quail 
is one of the finest game birds when 


properly cooked. Northern cooks are prone 
either to dry out the flesh-or to serve it 


underdone. 
Southern cooks possess the secret of cook- 


ing this and other game birds to perfection, 


chiefly because they use liberal quantities 
of excellent butter to offset the natural 
dryness of the game, and never cook a quail 
without a wrapping of salt pork or bacon. 
There are also queer little touches of which 
the southern mammy is mistress and which 
make her first in the art of quail cookery. 

One quaint and delicious method, as in- 
teresting to watch as to enjoy upon the 
is practiced in a famous Norfolk 
restaurant. Each bird is wranped in a 
of bacon, while a single) oyster. is 
as a stuffing. The birds are then

'suspended before a clear, open fire, each 


on a string, and are spun around constant- 
ly. The bacon shrivels up in the heat, and 
when it disappears the birds are done, and 
are served on well-buttered toast and plates 
that have been before the fire, both of 
these last items being quite as important 
as the cooking of the bird. 

It is always best to cook quail before or 


ever, people have not within reach in the 
North, as a rule. A het oven is the next 
approach to the open fire for roasting or 


baking the quail. Broiling is the method 


most in favor. 

The birds are plucked, singed and drawn, 
split lengthwise wipea with a damp 
towel. Season with salt, rub with warm 
butter and dredge with flour. Put the birds 
on a gridiron over a clear fire and broil ten 
minutes. Serve on buttered toast with pars- 
ley and jelly. With bacon the birds may be 
broiled by pinning them In the slices, which, 
of course, melt in the heat.. Some like 
the additional broiled bacon served with the 
birds, but the mere suggestion is better. 

Quail may be prepared in a chafing dish, 
after several tried and proved recipes. The 
superiority of the chafing dish method al- 
ways lies in the fact that a smaller quan- 
tity ig usually prepared at one time neces-

cover and cook five minutes; then turn each 
piece and cook five minutes longer. Adda 
gill of highly seasoned broth, a gill of port 
or claret, a tablespoonful of mushroom cat- 
sup, a teaspoonful of onion vinegar; season 
with celery salt and white pepper and 
serve. 

Another method vouched for by that mas- 
ter of the chafing dish, Col. Thomas P. 
Ochiltree, is for the cooking of four plump 
birds, which are to be cleaned and dried. 


Four incisions are made across and through 
the right and left sides of the projecting 
ridge of the breast bones, and in each a 
thin slice of truffle is inserted. Put a leai 
of celery’ in the body ef each bird, and 
over the breast of each put a thin, wide 
Slice of larding pork. Roast the birds in a 
hot oven 20 minutes and allow them to 
cool. When cold cut off the plump pieces 
of the breast and send them to the table 
for the chafing dish. Put on the hot water 
dish containing half a pint of hot water; 
on top of it place the chafing dish proper. 
Now put in a tablespoonful each of fiour 
and butter, and as the butter melts work to 
a paste and add half a pint of warm water, 
a saltspoonful of salt and a dash of cayenne, 
Stir five minutes with a wooden spoon. Add 
gradually in small pieca) two more table- 
spoonfuls of butter, a gill of white wine, a 
tablespoonful at a time, and finally a table- 
spoonful of lemon juice. Put out the flame, 
and in one minute after add the yolk of an 
egg and a teaspoonful of chopped truffle; 
work these well into the sauce and add 
another yolk of raw egg. Work it well until 
smooth, then warm up the quail breasts in 
it and cover, but do not light the lamps, as 
the eggs would curdle if the sauce boiled. 


In Europe the Christmas season is marked | 
by the sending of dainty little game pies | 


to friends, much as people here exchange 
flowers as a holiday remembrance. 
pies are packed in fancy boxes, ribbon-tied, 
and the custom is so quaint and pretty that 
it fmds favor with Americans who admire 
the English way of doing things. For these 
pies quails are especially desirable and may 
be cooked with grouse after the following 
method for an English Christmas pile: 
Clean and wash the birds; cut quail in 
half and the grouse in four pleces. Trim off 
bits of the inferior portions—necks, lower 
ribs, etc., and put them in a saucepan with 
the giblets. Use a pint and a half of water 
for six birds, which number makes a dainty 
pie. While this is stewing make a good sti(t 


paste and line a large pudding dish, reserv- | 


ing enough for a lid half an inch thick. 
When the livers are tender take them out 


leaving the gravey to stew in the covered | 


saucepan. Lard the breasts of the birds 
with tiny strips of salt pork and mince a 
couple of stices of the same with the livers. 
a bunch of parsley, sweet marjoram and 
thyme, also chopped fine, the juice of a 
lemon, pepper and a small shallot. Make 
a forcemeat of this with bread crumbs 
moistened with warm milk. Put some thin 
strips of cold, corned, not smoked, ham in 
the bottom of the ple next to the crust 
Lay upon these pieces of the birds, péppered 
and buttered, then a layer of forcemeat. 
and so on until you are ready for the 
gravy. Strain this, return it to the fire. 
and season with pepper and a glass of wine. 
Heat it to a boiling point, pour into the 
ple and cover with the upper crust, cutting 
a slit in the, middie. Bake three hours, 
covering with paper if the ple browns too

ANY sportsmen wonder what kind 

of a bird the quail of Arizona is. 

As it takes a special trip to become 

acquainted with it very few know anything 
about ft. 

This quail gathers in great bands in the 
fall the same as the valley quail of Califor- 
nia, which it much resembles in many re- 
Spects. But in its action before the gun it 
is even shrewder and more gamy than the 
California bird. In every action and every 
note he shows that he tfinks himself able 
to outwit you. And the chances are many 
to one that he will prove right in this esti- 
mate. Here is a description of a Hunt that 
Shows plainly the characteristics of the 
bird:

MONG the scattered clumps of mes- 
A quite I saw the well-known lines of 

blue gyrating and, curling out of sight 
at my approach, while the flutelike call of 
the bird resounded from every quarter of 
the brush ahead. Knowing they would van- 
ish, unless I made a rapid rush upon them, 
I started in full run. But I had no idea of 
their speed, supposing that, as they had 
never been hunted, they would not run 
very fast. They skipped over the ground 
like wild turkeys and in a moment were out 
of sight without lingering to watch me as 
the Califorina quail often lingers. Then I 
quickened my pace and being shod - with 
buckskin moccasins and lightly dressed, I 
managed to force them into flight. Rising 
out of shot they left nothing to the report 
of the gun but the sound of their wings 
and not very much of that. I ran around a 
patch of wild flax some 10 feet high just in 
time to see several alight in the snaky 
tangle of a broad mesquite. As there were 
hundreds in the flock it was quite certain 
that more had-settled in the adjoining 
trees. a 

When I came within 10 yards of the base 
of that mesquite there was a roar of wings, 
and, through the haze of thorns and fine 
leaves, | caught a faint glimpse of several 
lines of blue vanishing in swooping curves 
downward out of the opposite side. As I 
raised the gun upon the last one it was 
not there but a b-b-b-b-b-b-b-b-b-b-b be- 
hind me made me wheel with something 
akin to expedition. The effort resulted in 
the sight of several more lines of blue 
darkling into the haze of brush on the oth- 
er side of another large mesquite. I aimed 
below where the last one seemed to vanish, 
and at the report of the gun there was a 
general roar in the mesquite all around, 
while several went whizzing out of the very 
bush in which the first ones alighted. As I 
pulled the trigger at another line fading 
through the haze of brambles several more 
bustled eut of the second mesquite, leav- 
ing me with empty gun to think of what 
might have been. Beyond the first mesquite 
I found feathers floating in the air, but 
tracing up:the bird was like hunting the 
“mother ledge’ of gold from the “float 
rock”’ in the gulch below. The mesquite was 
dense enough to stop most all of the shot, 
and the little that got through was only 
enough to make this tough little sinner 
shed a few feathers and fiy all the more 
easily without them. 

I struck the outer edges of the dense tan- 
gle of the larger mesquites with the gun, 
but from the maze of thorns, crooked 
branches and fine leaves that make up @ 
lusty mesquite on these rich bottoms, | 
could start nothing. Concluding the birds 
were ahead, I went on, when whizz, buzz, 
went two out of the top of the bush aa 
soon as my back was turned and half a 
dozen more started from the base to keep 
them company. Down went the two ex- 
actly on the other side in a swift curve 
at which I executed “a handsome double,” 
but lacked the nerve to look for feathers, 
and, as I stood there with empty gun, 4 
dozen more streamed in all sorts of lines 
from the very same mesquite, with the last 
one just out of shot as I had the gun 
loaded. 

At the next mesquite all was again quiet 
in spite of striking its branches well with 
the gun. But when I had gone some ten 
paces beyond it there was a sudden flutter 
in it and two quails came curling out of one 
side and dodged around behind it. I was a 
little quicker that time and caught one 
just as he was making the final turn. As I 
stooped to pick it up half a dozen more 
darted out on the opposite side of the tree 
and were gone before I could let go the 
‘bird and get the gun into position. Then 
|just as I opened it to load, as many more 
(darted from the cther side and I snapped 
‘the gun shut on the cartridge that was leit 
in it just in time to mow a swath through 
the outer limbs of the mesquite and leave 
enough shot to bring down a bird.

Some two hundred yards more we chased 
them, when there was a sudden roar at the 
right of our course and a new flock of sev- 
eral hundred rose out of shot and settled 
among those we were chasing. The day was 
bright and still with the sun comfortably 
warm—just the day to make birds lie well— 
and suddenly a quail burst from a bush not 
twenty yards ahead of me and over he 
went. From the same bush burst another

KITCHENS. 


HE finest dinners Known to mankind 
1 are cooked in the greatest kitchen 
in the worlé—the kitchen in the base- 
ment of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel in New 


York. 
modern appliances, employs more chefs and 
helpers and turns out more cooked things 
a day than any other kitchen on the face of 
the globe. It is more like a f&ctory than a 
kitchen. | 

In the first place, there are 14 chefs—not 
mere -scullions, but graduated chefs— 
‘“‘diplome,’’ as the French say. Thére are 
1i more just to make sauces and 10 to do 
nothing but fry things. It takes 28 men to 
make the soups and cook the vegetables 
and 20 more for icecreams and pastry. Ali 
told, there are 181 men down in that big 
kitchen, of g@hom seven do nothing else but 
cook meals for the other i74. 

This big kitchen where they work. covers 
$0,000 square feet of space. In it are two 
immense ranges, each containing 18 sepa- 
rato fires. Five men constantly tence them, 
doing nothing else. These ranges take up 
2000 square feet. Then thé?e are six big 
game broilers, a big steel oven with fuour 
compartments, three bake ovens and a pas- 
try oven, six giant copper caidrons for the 
vegetables, six steel broilers for meats, 15 
coffee ucns and dozens of tables, heaters 
and chopping blocks. 

Each department is separate in this big 
kitchen. One cordon bleu chef watches over 
all. Instead of standing near a red-hot 
stove he sits at a desk and never goes near 
an oven or a broiler, The roast cooks never 
bother with pastry; the icecream men never 
look at a vegetable. The soup men would 
turn up their noses at a salad mixer, and 
the saucemakers grow stern at the thought 
of opening oysters. 

This great kitchen can serve 3700 persons 
for each meal and never get flustrated. This 
is the high-water mark. Yet it could turn 
out much more without getting upset Mt 
can cook soup for 6000, coffee for 6000, roasts 
for 4000, salad for 1200, 4000 loaves. of bread, 
275 gallons of icecream, 2100 dozen oysters, 
game for 5000 and other things for a 
brigade. 

It isn’t anything to cook fora brigade in 
the field—the 3000 soldiefs get pork and 
beans and coffee and bread, if they are 
lucky. But think of cooking for a brigade 
of epicures! Each cooked = dish 
threugh four hands before it is served. The 
scullions do the preliminary work. Then 
it passes to the table men, who prepare it 
for the fire.

PUMPKIN PIES. 


TEW pumpkin cut into small pieces in 
S a half pint of water; when soft mash 


very fine, letting the water dry away 
and watching closely to prevent scorching. 
For each pie take one well-beaten egg, half 
cup of sugar, two tablespoonfuls pumpkin, 
half a pint rich milk (a little cream will 
improve it), a little salt. Stir and season 
with nutmeg or cinnamon. Bake with un- 
dercrust in hot oven. Pumpkin is some- 
times steamed instead of being stewed. 
No. 2—Cut pumpkin into small squares, 
place in a stewing pan with enough water 
to keep from scorching; stew about half 
an hour and strain through colander, To 
every half pint of pumpkin add a piece of 
butter the size of a hen's egg and a pinch 
of salt. Mix and let remain until cold. Then 
put one pint of this pumpkin into a good- 
sized bowl and to it add one pint of milk, 
a half teaspoonful of ground mace, the 
same of ground cinnamon and one tea- 
spoonful of ground ginger. Mix all togeth- 
er and sweeten to taste. After beating four 
eggs very light add them to the mixture. 
No. 3—Four cupfuls of stewed pumpkin, 
two quarts of milk, eight eggs, two cupfuls 
of white sugar, two teaspoonfuls of mixed 
mace, nutmeg and cinnamon. Beat the 
yolks of the eggs light and put the sugar 
with them. Press the pumpkin through a 
colander and stir the eggs and sugar into 
it. Add the milk, spice and and the whipped 
whites of the eggs. 
No. 4—One quart stewed pumpkin pressed 
through a sieve, nine eggs, whites and 
yolks beaten separately, two scant quarts 
of milk, one teaspoonful of mace, one tea- 
spoonful of cinnamon and the same of nut- 
meg, three cups of white sugar or very 
Tight brown. Beat altogether thoroughly 
~and bake in a crust without cover. 


COCOANUT PIES. 


NE-HALF cup desiccated cocoanut 
() soaked in one cupful of milk, two 


eggs, one small cupful of sugar, 
butter the size of an egg. This is for one 
small-sized pie. Nice with a meringue on 
top. 

No. 2—Cut off the brown part of a cocoa- 
mut, grate the white part, mix it with milk 
and set it on the fire and let it boil slowly 
eight or ten minutes. To a pound of the 
grated cocoanut allow a quart of milk, eight 
eges, four tablespoonfuls of sifted white 
Sugar, a giass of wine, a small cracker 
pounded fine, two spoonfuls of melted but- 
ter and half a nutmeg. The eggs and sugar 
should be beaten together to a froth, then 
the wine stirred in. Put them into the milk 
and cocoanut, which should be first allowed 
to get quite cool; add the cracker and nut- 
meg, turn the whole into deep pie plates 
with a lining and rim of puff paste. Bake 
them as soon as turned into the plates. 

No. 3—One pound grated cocoanut, one 
pound powdered white sugar, 12 ounces of 


butter, 10 eggs (the whites only), two 


giasses of white wine, four tablespoonfuls 
rosewater, two tablespoonfuls of nutmeg. 
Cream the butter and sugar and well mixcd,

beat very light with the wine and rosewa- 
ter. Add the cocoanut with as little and as 
light whipping as possible. Finally whip in 
the stiffened whites of the eggs with a few 
skillful strokes and bake in a quick oven 
in pastry shells. Eat cold, if desired, with 
;powdered sugar over them. 

No. 4—One pint of milk, a cocoanut, tea- 
cup of sugar and three eggs. Grate the 
cocoanut and mix with the yolks of the 
three eggs and sugar. Stir in the milk, 
filling the pan even full, and bake. Beat 
whites of eggs to a froth, stirring in three 
tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar, pour 
over the pile and bake to a light brown. 
If prepared cocoanut is msed one heaping 
teacupful is required, 

No. 5—One pint of milk, two eggs, half 
cup of sugar, half nutmeg grated. Beat 
the eggs and sugar until light, then add the 
mbilk, cocoanut and nutmeg. Line your 
pie dishes with paste and bake in a quick 
oven (400 degs. F.). This quantity is suf- 
ficient for two pies. 


ORANGE PIES. 


RATE the rind of one and use the 
(; juice of two large oranges. Stir 

together a large cupful of sugar 
and a heaping tablespoonfu! of flour; add 
to this the well-beaten yolks of three eggs, 
two tablespoonfuls of melted butter. RKe- 
serve the whites for frosting. Turn this 
into a pie pan lined with pie paste and 
bake in a quick oven. When done so as to 
resemble a finely baked custard spread on 
the top of it the beaten whites, which must 
be sweetened with two tablespoonfuls of 
sugar: spread evenly and return to the 
oven and brown slightly. 

No. 2. Grated rind and juice of two or- 
anges, four eggs, four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar and one of butter; cream the butter 
and sugar and add the beaten eggs, then 
the r’nd and juice of the oranges and lastly 
the whites beaten to a froth and mixed 
in lightly. Bake with a well-done under 
crust. 

No. 3. Three eggs, one and a half cups 
of white sugar, two tablespoonfuls of but- 
ter, one orange juice and half the grated 
rind, one-half lemon juice and grated peel, 
nutmeg to taste. Cream the butter and 
sugar, beating in the orange and lemon 
until very light, add the beaten yolks. Fill 
two pastry shells and bake in quick oven. 


APPLE PIES. 


ARE and take out the cores of the 

P apples, cutting each apple into four 

or eight pieces, according to their 
size. Lay them neatly in a baking dish, 
seasoning them with brown sugar and any 
spice, such as pounded cloves and cinna- 
mon, or grated lemon peel. A little quince 
marmalade giyes a fine flavor to the pie. 
Add a little ater and cover with puff 
paste. Bake for an hour. 

No. 2. Crush finely with a rolling-pin one 
large Boston cracker, put it into a bowl 
and pour upon it one teacupful of cold 
water; add one teacupful of fine white 
sugar, the juice and pulp of one lemon, 
half a lemon rind grated and a little nut- 
mee. Line the pie plate with half puff 
paste, pour in the mixture, cover with the 
paste and bake half an hour. These are 
the proportions for one pie. 

No. 3. Threecupfuls of milk, four eggs 
and one cupful of sugar, two cupfuls of 
thick stewed apples strained through a co- 
lander. Beat the whites and yolks of the 
eggs lightly and mix the yolks with the 
apples, flavoring with nutmeg. Then beat 
into this the milk and lastly the whités. 

No. 4. Select good sweet apples, pare and 
and grate them, and to every teacupful of 
the apples add two eggs well beaten, two 
tablespoonfuls of fine sugar, one of melted 
butter, the grated rind and half the juice 
of one lemon, haif a wineglass of brandy 
and one teacupful of milk. Mix all well 
and pour into a deep plate lined with paste. 
Put a strip of the paste around edge of 
dish and bake 30 minutes. 

No. 5. Lay a crust in your plates, slice 
apples thin and half fill ydur plates. Pour 
over them a custard made of four eggs 
and one quart of milk sweetened and sea- 
soned to your taste. 

No. 6. Peel four apples and stew until soft 
and not much water left in them, then rub 
through a colander. Beat three eggs for 
each pile to be baked and put in at the 
rate of one cupful of butter and one of 
sugar for three pies; season with nutmeg. 

No. 7. Peel, core and slice tart apples 
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FOR THE 


enough for a pie; sprinkle over about three 
tablespoonfuls of cinnamon, ia small level 
tablespoonful of sifted flour, two table- 
spoonfuls of water, a few bits of butter: 
stir all together with a spoon. 

No. 8 Stew the apples and sweeten to 
taste. Mash smooth and season with nut- 
meg. Fill the crusts and bake until just 
done. Fut on no top crust. Take the 
whites of three eggs for each ple and 
whip to a stiff froth and sweeten with 
three tablespoonfuls of powdered sugar. 
Flavor with rosewater or vanilla, beat un- 


til it wiil stand alone, then spread it on. 


the pie one-half to one inch thick; set it 
back into the oven until the meringue is 
well ‘‘set.’’ Eat cold. 

No. 9. Peel some good apples, slice them 
off the cores into the pie and cover with 
another crust: cut off the edge# by pressing 
with both hands against the patty pan, 
turning it round at the same time. Bake in 
a slack oven until the pies are done—say 
from 15 to 30 minutes. 

No. 10. Pare, cére and slice ripe, tart 
winter apples, pippins or greenings, line 
your dish with a,good crust, put in a layer 
of fruit, then sprinkle light brown sugar 
thickly over it, scatter half a dozen whole 
cloves upon this, lay on more apples, and 
so on till the dish is well filled. Cover 
with crust and bake. 

No. 11. Three large greenings, quarter cup 
of sugar, two tablespoonfuls of water and 
one tablespoonful of butter. Pare and slice 
the apples. Line a pie dish or shell with 
a good plain paste, fill it with the apples 
and scatter over it sugar as given, add 
water and butter cut into bits. Flavoring 
of cinnamon or nutmeg, according to taste. 

No. 12. Pare, quarter and core any variety 
of tart apples. Line your pie dishes with 
plain paste, then put a layer of the quar- 
ters in the dish, sprinkle with two table- 
spconfuls of sugar and a tablespoonful of 
cinnamon, add two tablespoonfuls of water 
and an ounce of good sweet butter cut 
into small bits and placed here and there 
over the apples Bake in a quick oven until 
the apples are tender. 

No. 13. Cut the sour apples in pleces, 
quarters preferred, and cut each quarter in 
two smaller pieces. Fill the plate, putting 
the pieces of apples around the edge in 
regular order, making a slight cone in the 
middle. .When done boil three tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar and one of water for five 
minutes. Add the grated rind of one-quar- 
ter of a lemon or, if preferred, one table- 
spoonful of lemon juice. When the pie is 
done place on an earthen plate, pour the 
syrup through a slit in the top. 


CUSTARD PIES. 


EAT three eggs slightly, add three ta- 

BR blespoonfuls of sugar, one saltspoon- 

ful of salt and one ditto of nutmeg, 
if liked. Pour three cups of scalded milk 
on this mixture and strain into a deep 
plate lined with paste. Bake slowly, and 
the moment it puffs and a knife blade 
comes out clean it is done. 

No. 2. Beat up the yolks of three eggs to 
acream. Stir thoroughly a tablespoonful 
of sifted flour into three tablespoonfuls of 
sugar (this separates the particles of flour 
so that there will be no lumps), then add 
it to the beaten yolks, put in a pinch of 
salt, a teaspoonful of vanilla and a little 
grated nutmeg: next the well-beaten whites 
of the eggs and lastly a pint of scalded 
milk (not boiled) which has been cooled; 
mix this in by degrees and turn all into a 
decp pie pah lined with puff paste and bake 
from 25 to 30 minutes. 

No. 4. One pound of powdered sugar, one- 
quarter pound of butter, yolks of six eggs, 
whites of four and the juice and rind of 
three lemons. Beat the yolks and sugar to 
a cream, then add the whites unbeaten, 
one at a time, and beat the whole until 
exceeding light. Beat the butter to a cream 
and add the mixture to it. Then place the 
bowl in a basin of water over the fire and 
stir it CORINERY until the mixture thick- 
ens. 

No. 6. For a large pie take three eggs, one 
pint of milk, half cup sugar and flavor 
according to taste. The crust may be baked 
before putting in the custard. Prick it be- 
fore putting it in to prevent blistering and 
becoming soggy. 

No. 6. Peel sour apples and stew until 
soft, and until but little water is left in 
them, then rub through a colander. Beat 
three eggs for each pie. Put in the propor- 
tion of one cup of butter and one of sugar 
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for three pies.. Season with nutmeg. 

No. 7. Stew and strain enough finePy fla- 
vored tart apples to make a large cupful 
of sauce. Sweeten well and season with 
nutmeg or mace. Beat two eggs light and 
pour upon them half a cupful of hot milk, 
to which has been added a bit of soda not 
larger than a pea. Let sauce and custard 
get cold, beat quickly together and fill a ple 
dish lined with sweet paste (brush the lat- 
ter with the white of egg before the filling 
gces in), and bake without an upper crust, 
in a quick oven. 


LEMON PIES. 
O* coffee cupful of sugar, three eggs, 


one cupful of water, one tablespoon- 

ful of melted butter, one heaping 
tablespoonful of flour, the juice and a little 
of the rind of one lemon. Reserve the 
whites of the eggs, and after the pie is 
baked spread them over the top, beaten 
lightly, with a Spoonful of sugar, and re- 
turn to the oven until it is a light brown. 
Bake from 35 to 40 minutes. 

No. 2—Moisten a heaping tablesoonful of 
cornstarch with a little cold water; then 
add a cupful of boiling water; stir over 
the fire till it boils and cooks the corn- 
starch, say two or three minutes; add a 
teaspoonful of butter and a cupful of su- 
gar; take off the fire, and when slightly 
“eooled, add an egg, well beaten, and the 
juice and rind of a fresh lemon. Bake with 
a crust. 

No. 3—Line some small buttered plates 
with a good short paste and bake until 
lightly browned. Boil one pint of milk and 
put with it one teacupful of powdered su- 
gar; mix together the grated rind of half 
a lemon, and two tablespoonfuls of flour; 
pour over a little of the milk gradually to 
form a thick paste, then mix all together; 
put it over the fire. When the flour is 
cooked, add the juice of half a lemon, a 
large piece of butter and four thoroughly 
whipped yolks of eggs, continue stirring 
over the fire, but be careful to take it from 
the fire before the eggs are allowed to 
curdle. Pour the cream into the shells of 
crust, and serve when cold. 

No, 4—-Mix one heaping tablespoonful of 
cornstarch with one cup of sugar; add one 
scant cup of boiling water.and boil five 
minutes. Add one teaspoonful of butter, the 
juice of one large lemon, and one ese, 
well beaten. Bake between two crusts. 

No. 5—Mix three tablespoonfuls of corn- 
Starch, one saltspoon of salt, and one cup 
and a half of sugar; add ane pint of boiling 
water, and boil five minutes. Add the 
grated rind and juice of two large lemons. 
When slightly cooked add the well-beaten 
yolks of four eggs, then the whites beaten 
stiff. Cut them as for an omelet. 

No. 6—Mix one and a half cups of sugar 
and two heaping tablespoonfuls of flour; 
add the well-beaten yolks of six eggs, and 
the whites of two eggs beaten stiff, the 
grated rind of one and the juice of: two 
lemons, and one cup of water. Line two 
plates with a crust and rim, fill and bake 
in a moderate oven. Make a meringue with 
the whites of four eggs, and one cup of 
powdered sugar. 

No. 7—One cup of sugar, two tablespoon- 
fuls of flour, one egg, one cup ef water, 
juice and rind of one large lemon and one 
soda cracker. Beat the sugar and egg to- 
gether, then add the water, then the rolled 
cracker, then the juice and rind of the 
lemon. Moisten the flour with qa little cold 
water, and stir it into the other mixture. . 

No. 8—Two large, fresh lemons, grate off 
the rind, if not bitter reserve it for the 
filling of the pie, pare off every bit of ihe 
white skin of the lemon (as it toughens 
while cooking); then cut the lemon into 
very thin slices with a sharp knife and 
take out the seeds; two cupfuls of sugar, 
three tablespoonfuls of water and two of 
sifted flour. Put into the ple a layer of 
lemon, then one of sugar, then one. of the 
grated rind and, lastly, of flour, and so on 
till the ingredients are used; sprinkle the 
water over all, and cover with upper crust. 
Be sure you have the undercrust lap over 
the upper. 

No. 9—One lemon grated, one cup of su- 
gar, the yolks of three eggs, small piece 
of butter, three tablespoonfuls of milk, 
two teaspoons of cornstarch; beat all to- 
gether and bake in a rich crust. If meringue 
is desired, beat whites of eggs with three 
tablespoonfuls of sugar, spread on the pie 
when done and then brown in the oven. 

No. 10—One teacup powdered sugar, one 
tablespoonful butter, one egg, and lemon, 
juice and grated rind, taking care to re- 
move the seeds; one teacupful boiling wa- 
ter, one tablespoonful cornstarch dissolved 
in’ cold water; stir the starch into the wa- 
ter, cream the butter and sugar and pour 
over them the hot mixture. 


FOR MINCE PIE. 


WO POUNDS of bee (sticking plece 
7 best), two pounds of beef suet, two 
pounds of layer raisins, one-half 
pound of candied lemon peel, two pounds 
of currants, picked, washed and dried, four 
pounds of apples, one pound of citron, two 
pounds of Sultana raisins, two nutmeg:, 
grated, two pounds of sugar, one-quarter 
ounce of cloves, one-half ounce of cinna- 
mon, one quart of sherry or good home- 
made currant wine, one teaspoonful of salt, 
one quart of good brandy, juice and rind of 
two oranges and two lemons. Cover the 
meat with boiling water and simmer gently 
until tender, then stand away until eool. 
Shred the suet and chop it fine. Pare, core 
and chop the apples. Stone the raisins. 
Shred the citron. When the meat is per- 
fectly cold, chop it fine and mix all the dry 
ingredients with it; then add the juice and 
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rinds of the two lemons and oranges, mix 
well and pack In a stone jar; pour over the 
brandy and wine, cover closely and stand 
in a cool place. Mincemeat made by this 
recipe will keep all winter. When ready for 
use dip out the quantity desired and thin 
with cider or wine. 


MISCELLANEOUS PIES. 


ICE AND RAISINS.—Boil half a cup- 
R ful of rice in two quarts of water 
until tender, or for about 20 minutes. 
Drain until thoroughly dry. Beat four eggs 
light. Add half a cupful of sugar and 
beat again, then add one pine of milk, one 
tablespoonful of vanilla and the boiled rice. 
Line two pile dishes with good, light paste 
and cover the bottom of the dishes with 
seeded raisins. Fill with the rice mixture 
and bake in a quick oven about 30 minutes, 
or until the rice is solid. 


APRICOT.—Take an ordinary pastry shell 
and make sufficient tart paste, according 
to the size of tart proposed to be made; 
lay closely pressed around the border of 
the dish, having been previously moistened, 
a band of paste three inches wide and a 
sixth of an inch thick. Within the dish 
arrange halves of apricots to fill-:it (unripe 
fruit will do for these pies), a little sugar 
and an ounce or two of butter. 


CREAM.—Mix half a pound of sugar, 
three tablespoonfuls flour, one quart milk 
and the yolks of half a dozen eggs (t0o- 
gether, and put them into a saucepan. Sea- 
son this mixture with a little wine, grated 
nutmeg, lemon or vanilla, and boil for 20 
minutes. Prepare Some rich pastry, line a 
shallow dish, bake lightly and fill up with 
the cream, then bake again until it is quite 
done. 


MOLASSES.—Nine_ tablespoonfuls mo 
lasses, six tablespoonfuls of vinegar, one 
and a half tablespoonfuls of flour, half a 
teaspoonful of cinnamon, one-fourth of a 
nutmeg finely grated, a piece of butter the 
size of a hen’s egg., Dampen the flour with 
the vinegar and add to it the molasses. 
Add to this melted butter and the spices 
and mix thoroughly in order that the mix- 
ture may be smooth. 


FANCHONETTES.—Line small patty 
pans with puff paste rolled very thin. Fill 
them with lemon prepared as follows: Mix 
ore tablespoonful of cornstarch with one 
cup of sugar; add one scant cup of poiling 
water and boil five minutes. Add one tea- 
spoonful of butter, the juice of one large 
lemon and one egg well beaten. Then fill 
the patty crusts with this mixture. 


SQUASH.—Take one cup and a half of 
stewed and strained squash, not watery, 
but dry and mealy, and add one cup 
boiling milk, half a cup of sugar, half @ 
teaspoonful of cinnamon and one egg mod- 
erately beaten. Mix together regularly and 
line a plate with paste; put the rim of 
dcugh on and fil) with the squash. 


BANANA CREAM.—Put a lump of but- 
ter in a basin and warm it together with a 
little crushed loaf sugar, the yolks of two 
or three eggs, a little milk and sherry or 
angelica, and some pulp of bananas mashed 
thoroughly. Pour the mixture into a deep 
dish, stirring in the well-whipped white of 
a couple of eggs. 


SWEET POTATO (No. 2.)—One pound 
mealy sweet potatoes, half a cup of but- 
ter, one and a half cups of white sugar, 
one tablespoonful cinnamon, one teaspoon- 
ful nutmeg, four eggs, white and yolks 
beaten separately; one cup of sweet milk, 
one lemon (juice and rind) and a glass of 
brandy. 


CHEESE.—One and a half cups of cottage 
cheese, two tablespoonfuls of cream, half 
a cup of sugar, three eggs, the juice and 
rind of a lemon. Press the cheese through 
a colander, beat the eggs to a froth, add 
them, with all the other ingredients, to 
the cheese, beating all until smooth. 


CHOCOLATE.—Put some grated choco- 
late into a basin and place on the back of 
the stove and let it melt (do not add any 
water to it); beat one egg and some sugar 
in it; when melted spread this on the tup 
of a custard pie. Lovers of chocolate will 
like this. 


PEACH MERINGUE.—Peel, stone and 
stew enough peaches to fill a pie plate, 
and sweeten well. Line the plate wtih a 
good paste and fill with the stewed peachus 
and bake until done. Draw the ple to the 
mouth of the oven and spread over it a 
meringue. 


SWEET POTATO (No. 1.)—Parboil and 
slice crosswise firm sweet potatoes. Line 
a dish with paste, putting in a layer of 
sliced potato sprinkled thickly with sugar; 
scatter among these a few cloves and cover 
with more slices. Fill the dish in this or- 


der. 


CRANBERRY (No. 1.)—Line a pie dish 
with ordinary paste and fill with stewed 
cranberries, taking care that the cranber- 
ries have not been stewed too soft. Cover 
with an upper crust and bake in a quick 
oven. Take out in 30 minutes. 


CRANBERRY (No. 2).—Line a ple dish 
with plain paste, then fill with uncooked 
cranberries, to which is added half a cup 
of molasses and four tablespoonfuls of 
sugar. Cover with an upper crust and bake 
in a quick oven for half an hour. 


RHURBRARB.—Line your ple dishes with 
good, plain paste. Put in the canned pie- 
plant and cover with an upper crust, Which 
will be better to have a small cut in the 
center to give vent in cooking to the rich 
condiment and the consequent steam. 


RHUBARB.—Peel the rhubarb, cut into 
inch pieces, pour boiling water over tft, 
and let it stand 10 minutes. Drain, fill the 
plate, sprinkle thickly with one cup of 
sugar, dot with bits of butter, cover with 
a crust and bake. 


WHOLE PEACH.—Peel small or medium- 
sized peaches. Fill a pie plate with them, 
heaping the center of the dish and sprink- 
ling them with sugar. Cover with a top 
crust and bake. 


PEACH AND ALMOND.—Peel free-stone 
peaches, cut open one side of each, ex- 
tract the stone carefully and replace with 
a blanched almond. Sweeten to taste. Cov- 
er with a crust and bake. 


ECCLES.—Two cups of seedless raisins 
and half a pound of citron, chopped very 
fine: add one cup of sugar, the juice of off6 
lemon and a little water. Stew five min- 
utes. Line small patty tins with puff paste, 
fill with the fruit mixture, cover and a 


CANNED RHUBARB.—Take canned rhu- 
barb, place in a pie dish and cover with 
paste; brush the surface with beaten egg 
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and bake for 15 or 20 minutes in a brisk 
oven. 


BERRY.—Pick over the berries and 
sprinkle slightly with flour, add sugar to 
taste, about one cup for a quart of fruit. 


PLUM PUDDING, 


EAT up a dozen eggs and mix with 
B them a half pint of cream, three- 
quarters of a pound each of sifted 
breadcrumbs and flour. When well beaten 
together, mix in a pound and a half eacn 
of very fimely chopped suet, sugar, stoned 
and chopped raisins and well washed and 
dried currants, together with three ounces 
of candied citron and a similar amount of 
orange peel, cut very fine. Grate in one and 
a half nutmegs and mix well six teaspoon- 
fuls of brandy and a like quantity of white 
wine; tie the pudding tightly in a greased 
bag, plunge it into bolling water and boil 
continually for nine hourse. The sauce for 
the pudding is made as follows: Put one 
large tablespoonful of butter into a stew- 
pan, when it has melted stir in two table- 
spoonfuls of flour and mix well; then pour 
in gradually one and one-half pounds of 
brown sugar, two teaspoonfuls of lemon 
juice and a small quantity of grated nut- 
meg. When the sugar has dissolved serve 
the sauce. 


APPLE DUMPLING. 


ARE the apples whole and thén cut 
Pp out the core with a corer, filling up 
the cavity with sugar, butter and a 
little cinnamon Or a clove. Cut out rounds 
of paste rather larger than the apples and 
cover them, leaving no openings. The 
dumplings should be baked in a pan, and 
the juice which will ooze out should be 
retained, as by adding butter and nutmeg 
it forms a capital sauce in which to serve 
them. Before the dumplings are quite done 
(they usually take about an hour in a quick 
oven), the tops should be moistened and a 
small quantity of sugar sprinkled over them 
to glaze. The dumplings are sometimes 
baked in a pan or deep baking dish nearly 
full of rich sauce, made of water, sugar and 
a good-sized lump of butter, together with 
a little cinnamon. They should be well cov- 
ered with this syrup, a little being poured 
over them before serving. 


MACAROON CUSTARD. 


RUSH some macaroons with half 
their quantity of ratafias; beat the 
yolks of six eggs together with a 
pint and a half‘of cream; sweeten to taste 
with powdered sugar, and flavor with any 
essence desired; pour the custard in a 
Saucepan and stir it over the fire with a 
wooden spoon until on the point of boiling. 
Mix the biscuits with the custard, and pile 
them up on a glass dish; whisk whites of 
stwo eggs to a stiff froth, spread them over 
the top of the custard, grate over a small 
quantity of nutmeg and serve them. 


ASPARAGUS CROUSTADE. 


AREFULLY cut off a small piece of 

( the end of three French rolls and 
scrape out all the crumbs with the 
handle of a spoon; put the tops and shells 
into a frying pan with a little butter and 
fry them, or they may be placed before 
the fire to get crisp.

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Striking Features of the Show at 
Buffalo Which Should Aid 
St. Louis Architects in 


Designing for the 
ot. Louis Woid’ 
F air. 


LMOST before the first steps shal! be 
A taken in the construction of the 
Louisiana Purchase Centennial Ex- 
position at St. Louis the Pan-American 
Exposition at Buffalo will be open. 

In many respects the Buffalo Exposition 
will be the most novel of any of the great 
fairs of recent years. In its preparation, ar- 
rangement and opening the managers of the 
St. Louis World's Fair may gain much in- 
formation. Especially is this true in the 
matter of press work. 

One of the most difficult problems before 
the St. Louis World's Fair managers will 
be the style of architecture for the numer- 
ous buildings. It was also a difficult prob- 
lem for the Pan-American managers, but 
they solved to the satisfaction of all. The 
Rumerous buildings are models of beauty 
and elegance. 

Possibly the most imposing architectural 
work is the electric tower. It is 375 feet 
high and will be the centerpiece of the Px- 
position. The beauty of this tower is be- 
yond description. The entire exterior ts of 
richly molded work and many costly groups 
pf sculpture will adorn it at salient points. 
Xt will stand in a broad basin and from a 
niche in its southern face will gush a cas- 
cade 30 feet wide and 70 feet high.\ The 
illumination of this tower at night will be 
particularly beautiful and wonderful. 

The machinery building covers an area 
of about four acres, and will contain a 
wonderful display of modern machinery of 
American invention, showing the progress 
that has been made within the last few 
years. The large amount of automatic and 
apecial machinery used in American fac- 
tories and mills will form a most interest- 
ing study to all who are interested in the 
products of the western world. The trans- 
portation exhibits will include all of the 
very latest specimens of locomotives, cars 
and railroad appliances. These will be 

sheltered in a special bullding in connection 
with the large railway station at the north- 
ern end of the Exposition grounds. 

The horticultural, graphic arts and mines 
buildings stand in a group at the western 

‘ end of the Esplanade, forming a semi-cir- 

cular court on their eastern side. They are 

connected by conservatories in which will 
be rare exhibits of hothouse plants. The 
artistic beauty of the buildings comports 
well with that of their neighbors, the Tem- 

' ple of Music and the machinery and trans- 

| portation building. The synken gardens, 

with their arrangement of fountains and 
flowers, on the eastern side, and the grand 
canal on the south and west complete the 

vista, 7 

As the Pan-American Exposition will 
show the largest display of elegtrical ma- 
chinery and appliances ever presented, the 
electricity building is of very rich and 
beautiful design, having a broad loggia on 
the southern side, while the roof line is 
broken with domed towers. 

The Temple of Music is one of the most 
beautiful of the Exposition buildings, hav- 
ing an auditorium with a seating capacity 
of 2200, and containing one of the largest 
and finest pipe organs ever built in the 
United States. Music is to be one of the 
great drawing cards of the Exposition. 
Contracts have been made for a series of 
concerts by Sousa’s Band, and the Mexican 
Government Mounted Band of 62 men. Many 
other famous organizations will be en- 
gaged. Large music gardens have been 
planned and bandstands will be erected at 
various points. 

The Albright Art Gallery will cost more 
than $400,000. It is to be a permanent build- 
ing of white marble. After serving the pur- 
poses of an art gallery for the Exposition 
it will become the permanent home of the 
public art treasures of Buffalo. It is’ the 
gift of Mr. J. J. Albright, a citizen’of Buf- 
falo. 

The New York State building is also to be 
& permanent edifice. The material of which 
it is being constructed is white marble, 
and the style of architecture is that of a 
Doric temple. At the close of the Exposi- 
tion this structure will become the property 

vd of the Buffalo Historical Society. It will 
cost upwards of $170,000—the state contrib- 
uting $100,000 of the $300,000 appropriated by 
the Legislature, and the Historical Society 
and the city of Buffalo contributing the 
balance. 
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The service building was the first struc- 
: erected on the Exposition grounds. It 
‘ is the administrative headquarters of the 
» Exposition, all of the officers whose pres- 
~ ence is required upon the grounds having 
» thelr headquarters there. All around the 
Service building the grounds have been 
given the horticultural and floral decoration 
that will smbellish the entire Exposition 
plot. This decorative work gives the vis- 
itor a foretaste of the wonderful beauty 
that is to characterize the Exposition. 

The manufactures and liberal arts buila- 
ing covers more than four acres, and will 
contain the very latest prodiictions of the 
milis and factories of the United States 

, @nd other countries of the western hemis- 
phere. 

The agriculture building will contain ex- 
hibits of agricultural products, processes 
and articles pertaining to the farm, of a 
most interesting character. In these days of 
scientific farming the successful agricul- 
turist finds it necessary to acquire a fai? 
knowledge of many of the sciences. The ag- 
ricultural exhibits will show many of the 
wonderful possibilities in farmwork. 

The ethnology building is circular in form. 
Standing at the junction of the court of 
fountains and the Esplanade. The exhibits 
will relate particularly to the ethnology 
and archeology of the western world. 

The propylea is an architectural orna- 
ment of very beautiful and imposing de- 
sign. It marks the northern boundary of 
the plaza, and is designed as a screen, sep- 
erating the Exposition from the noise and 
smoke incident to the trafficjof steam rail- 
Ways which pass the Exposition grounds 
upon the northern side? The propylea is 500

HILE it is a source of gratification 
to me that my sons are energetic, 
practical business men, I do not 

ciaim any credit in the matter. It happened 

that they had a liking for a business ca- 
reer, and that they were not afraid of work. 

For that reason they have fulfilled the 

dearest wish of my heart. 

I have often been asked how I brought 
them up. It wasn't by any particular sys- 
tem. I simply went at it in a common- 
sense way. 

If any one is directly resporsibie for the 
fact that all three of them are steady, hard- 
working, honest boys, it ts their mother. 
She co-operated with me in every possible 
way. She never attempted to shield them-— 
as is the way with some mothers. She had 
no secrets from me. When I said ‘‘no’’ to 
their requests she did not jntercede for 
them. And, most important of all, she did 
not give them money unknown to me. 

We often talked matters over long and 
seriously, for we yealized that the bringing 
up of boys is a grave responsibility. 

Of course girls are no trouble. Even if 
they follow their own sweet wills they wih 
usually do the right thing. But boys are 
brought face to face with temptation and 
forced to bear life’s burdens. The training 


they get at home is in a large measure re- 
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sponsible for their future life. : 

I do not consider that a boy who has a 
taste for business needs a college education. 
It will not be of practical benefit to him. 
He should have a good common-school edu- 
cation and a thorough knowledge of figures. 
Then he ought to have a commmercial edu- 
cation that will fit him for his work. A 
commercial course is a crying need in 
American colleges. I am watching with 
interest Columbia's experiment in this line. 

A commercial education is something 
our young men must have if we intend to 
compete with foreign nations. When a 
man goes into Russia to sell goods he 
might as well stay at home if he does not 
understand the language, the customs and 
the prejudices of the people, and if he has 
not made a studg of the trade conditions 
of the country. 

A man who adopts medicine as a profes- 
sion takes a course in a medical school. 
He may or may not be a college graduate. 
That is immaterial. But he must to a cer- 
tain extent master medicine before he can 
eriter the profession. 

Now the young man who expects to be a 
merchant, a manufacturer or to enter any 
of the many branches of commercial life 
needs to familiarize himself with trade con- 
ditions, with imports and exports and mar- 
kets all over the world. 

He can dispense with Greek and Latin, 
and if he is not conversant With literature 
and art his business career will not suffer. 

I believe that every mother can so influ- 
ence’ her sons that they will become good 
citizens. The father may help, but she is 
the good angel and should be the wise 
counsellor. When my boys were small we

taught them the value of obedience. 
were not unduly strict, neither did we pam- 
per or spoil. What I thought best for them 
to have I gave them. I did not deny them 
any reasonable wish. But I can not toe 
strongly emphasize that their mother al- 
ways thought I was in the right, and if 
there was any difference of opinion between 
my sons and myself she never for one mo- 
ment encouraged them. We were one ip 
that we had the welfare of our children 
nearest to our hearts. 


In my opinion young men should know 


enough of the history of their country to — 


want to serve it, as thelr fathers and 
grandfathers before them did. They should 
take an interest in politics. AS soon as 
they arrive at an age when they are al- 
lowed to vote they should size up the men 
who are running the affairs of the city 
and country. 

My oldest son is a junior partner In my 
firm. Like me, he is a practical tanner. 
He does not have to take some one else’s 
word about any detail of the work,. He 
knows by experience. 

He started in at the foot and worked his 
way up, just as any outsider would have 
had to do. No favors were shown him and 
no privileges granted, In fact, he thinks 
that he had to work harder than would 
some boy from the outside who had come 
in determined to rise, but of course no 
right-minded father would diseriminate 
against his own son. 

My second sun is now scraping hides at 
one of our tanneries in Bristol, Tenn. At 
least, I hope he is. I want him ¢o begin 
at the foot of the ladder and learn every 
detail of the tanning trade. He selented his 
own vocation. I want him to master ft, I 
am very sure that the foreman of the mill 
where he now is will demand the same of 
him that he does of any other hand. 

Il have tried to instill into my boys the 
idea that men are of no use in business un- 
less they are practical, and I believe that 
it is the duty of every man -who has 
achieved success to give his sons a practi- 
cal education. 

The trouble with many rich fathers is 
that they forget how they made their 
money, and bring up their sons to think 
their whole duty is to spend money, not 
to earn it. 

My second son ts a graduate of Cornell 
University and has a diploma as a me- 
chanical engineer. Soon after he was grad- 
uated he went to Hristol and entered. the 
tannery there as an apprentice. I expect 
to pursue the same methed with my third 
son, Arthur, who its now-in the academic 
department of the Polytechnic, only I hope 
to be able to send him to a college where 
there is a commercial course. ‘ 

Worth far more to them than any money 
I can leave them will be the fact that they 
are well trained, disciplined and thorough- 
ly competent in some line of business. That 
is a priceless legacy for any young man. 

If parents would use a mixture of love, 
firmness and common sense in bringing 
up their children there would be but few 
young men go wrong.

After a careful 
study of the existing conditions he has

IE fact that first impressed me was 
that American manufacturers are 
entering into keen competition with 
all other countries, and introducing their 
products with conspicuous success in al- 

ost every capital in Europe. American 
shoe exports increaged from $1,800,000 worth 
in 1898 to $2,700,000 in 1899, and in the year 
just closed amounted to $4,260,000. 

In England, and especially in London, the 
American shoe trade is growing extensive- 
ly, and there is quite a popular demand 
for the American article, as it has more 
style and finish and what is more impor- 
tant can be sold cheaper than home-made 
goods. In 1898 the United States sent $350,000 
worth of shoes to the United Kingdom. 
This year it is over $1,000,000. 

At first sight it seems extraordinary that 
shoes can be manufactured here where the 
cost of production and particularly the 
items of labor, light and power cost more 
than in any other part of the world, but 
the secret consists in the use of up-to-date 
machinery and appliances, which save time 
and money. It occurred to me that if with 
the excessive handicap of high-priced !a- 
bor and other items of production in Amer- 
ica the manufacturers can still send out 
their goods in competition with other coun- 
tries, and beat them on their own ground, 
it was well worth considering the impor- 
tation of American ideas, methods and ma- 
chinery fInto Ireland, where labor is so 
cheap in comparison and where millions of 
horsepower is all the time running idly te 
the sea.

Manufacturers Have Long Systems Which are 
Controlled by Especially Organized Corpor- 


ations and are M 


ainly Operated by 


Electricity. 


OU cannot buy a ticket on any one 


of five railway systems in St. Louis. 
They hnve a total mileage of more 
than 5&5 miles, yet the total length of the 

Main lines of all combined is less than 
six miles. Four of the lines never carry 
passengers and the fifth line, whose length 
of main track is #4 miles long, and is 
owned by the City of St. Louls, carries 
nothing but passengers and then only such 
as are in the employ of the water de- 
partment at the Chain of Rocks. 

The most extensive of these compara- 
tively unknowp railway Systems is the 
Baden Tranefet Railway Co. This is owned 
and operated hy the St. Louis Street Car 
Co. The mata track of this railroad is 
five-eighths of a mile in length and extends 
from a poin* on the property of the street 
car company at Broadway and Bittner 
avenue to the tracks of the “‘K Line,” east 
of the company’s property. While the 
main line is so short there are more than 
twenty miles of side tracks. The tracks 
and switches so cut up the property as to 
make it a veritable network of tracks. 

The motive power employed in this sys- 
tem is electricity. Employed on this sys- 
tem is what is said to be the most power- 
erful electric locomotive ever built. This 
locomotive, easily drawing a train of ten 
@)-foot loaded cars and attaining a speed 
of 40 miles per hour. This electric locomo- 
tive is not unlike a trolley car. It is built 
unusually heavy and the lower part is 
exceedingly massive. The timbers are all 
large, heavy and strong, as is also the 
fron and steel that completes its make-up. 
Inderneath the floor of the car are four 
100 horse-power motors. 

The quarters for the motorman are small 
and snug. The upper portion of the car is 
heavily framed, but it abounds with win- 
dows and doors and all of these are com- 
poped largely of glass. The motorman 
had an unobstructed view in all directions. 
The crew is composed of only the motor- 


man and switchman. They have no code of 
signals. The motorman knows where he 
wants to go and what there is to do. He in- 
structs the switchman who opens or closes 
the switches as is desired. This electric 
locomotive is equipped with two trolley 
poles. Only one is used at a time. When it 
is desired to reverse the engine the switch- 
man merely fastens down one trolley pole 
and allows the other to touch the overhead 
trolley wire and thus communicate with 
the source of power. No time its lost as Is 
with conductors on street trolley cars in 
swinging the pole around. 

In addition to this electric locomotive 
there are six “dummies in operation on 
this system. These are ordinary flat cars 
with trolley attachments. They do most of 
the switching inside of the yards and col- 
lect the loads for the more powerful en- 
gine. 

This railroad does all the switching for 
the St. Louis Street Car Co. About 2% car 
loads of freight are shipped in and out of 
these yards each day and never at any 
time is the engine of any other railroad 
allowed to enter the yards. 

Located in these yards is the widest 
gauged track in the city if indeed not in 
the world. This road is only 500 feet long. 
It runs on four rails laid parallel. On one 
énd of the 60-foot cars that are operated 
on this track is a small enclosure im which 
a motor has been placed. An overhead trol- 
ley is above it and a pole from the roof of 
the car connects with it. The car has a 
railroad track on it and cars may be run 
out of any of the 19 doors of the factory 
and then transferred direct to another flat 
car ready for shipment to any part of the 
world. With this system a street car may 
be loaded for shipment in 4 minutes. 
Though this system of railroads was built 
for the convenience of the car company 
other large concerns in Baden are bene- 
fited by it. The Monarch Rubber Co., on the 
north. has all of its switching done by the

The Mound City Packing Co.,.at JK 
North Broadway, has a system very similar 
to the St. Louis Car Co. It is much smaller, 
having but one mile oY tracks all told.

No other 
motive power could draw cars up or let 
cars down the grade of this “road. The 
grade falls 7 feet In the 100, The eastern 
terminus Is 1% feet léwer than the western 
terminus.

1800 feet of powerful cable is coiled around 
a mammoth drum. East of this power house 
stands a queer looking car. It somewhat 
resembles a trolley car. Overhead ig trol; 
ley pole, connecting with an overhead wire. 
This trolley apparatus ts only a signal de- 
vice, however, and the man in the car 
presses a button when he is ready to make 
a trip. A series of signals.are arranged, 
and when the trip is ready to be made 
the man at the power house releases the 
cable and the car makkes its start down 
the steep grade. The trip down is made 
by the weight of the ears, the engines at 
the power house only furnishing such power 
as is necessary to hold the ear back. Were 
they to break they would attain 
such a velocity they would throw

There are 10 miles of sidetrack to feed this 
1800 feet of main line. Five miles are located 
on what are known as the upper-yards. An- 
other five miles are located in the lower 
yards. There are two engines used in these 
yards. Both are “saddle backs,”’ that 15s, 
the water tanks are built above and around 
One engine is 25-ton and the 
other is 12%-ton. The small engine works 
exclusively in the upper yards and the 
large one exclusively in the lewer yards. 
As high as 70 cars of beer per day are 
shipped out of this brewery and the rail- 
road is kept busy switching the necessary 
cars. The engine in the upper yards de- 
livers the loads to the cable line and they 
are transferred to the lower yards, where 
the other engine places them on the right 
sidetrack or turns them over to the Iron 
Mountain Railroad for delivery to some 
other railroad or shipping point.

Another important system is the Manu- 
facturers' Rallway Co The main 
tine of this railrond is less than 
10 86blocks§ long and it is fed 
by 10 niles of sidetrack. This ratlroad occu- 
ples the same position to the Anheuser- 
Busch Brewing Association that the Cable 
& Western does te Lemp’ s. 

This road begins at Tenth and Pestale- 
lozzi streets, and extends east to the river 
front. The shipping yards of the brewery 
are east of Broadway. In these shipping 
yards are five miles of sidetracks owned 
by the raliroad company, In the uppef 
yards, around and in the brewery, are five 
miles more of sidetrack. This railroad 
company Owns no locomotives, Two of the 
regular iron Mountain engines are leased 
and do the work required of them wnder 
orders from the Manufacturers’ offictals, 
Though the Manufacturers does not own 
its own locomotives it does own its own cars 
This road owns 1200 large refrigerator cars. 
The length of these cars, combined, would 
fill 30 times the length of the main line of 
the road. 

The officers of the Manufacturers’ Rall- 
way Co. are: A. Busch, president; Otte 
Rassiield, secretary; EK. W., Stamm, pure 
chasing agent, and Charles Maher, super- 
intendent. 

The Waterworks Steam Raltlroad is owned 
by the City of St. Louis, and ts four and 
one-half miles long. It extends north from 
Tiumboldt avenue, along the conduit right 
of way to the Chain of Rocks. ‘This track 
was built in 186. The road connects with 
the Chicago, Burlington & Quiney. The 
city does not own any cars or locomotives, 
The line is operated by the Burlington. 
The city has a monthly contract with the 
Burlington ta,make five trips a day over 
the road with an engine and a combination 
baggage car and coach, and carry the men 
employed at the Chain of Rocks to their 
work. The men work on eight-hour shifts, 
and it requires five trips to carry all of 
the men to and from work. Each man 
working there is furnished with a regular 
pass, wnich is hogored by the conductor.

a Device for Harnessing the Sun's Rays 
and Making Them Do the Work of 


Man, and Can 
Degrees 


F vastly more practical importance 
than the most marvelous airship in- 


vented is the simple device of Dr. 
Willlam Calver of Washington for captur- 
ing and controlling the heat of the sun. 

It is asserted by scientists that in all 
probability the cook stove and the furnace, 
the steam heater and the base burner will 
be supplanted ere long by the sun motor. 
Out in the yard of each residence, they pre- 
dict, will be set a series of mirrors, so ad- 
justable as to focus the sun’s rays reflected 
from each mirror upon a central point, 
generating a degree of heat almost incon- 
ceivable, capable of cooking the finest din- 
ner at no cost for fuel, and heating the

in making the sun operate a small motor. 

Very recently Dr. Calver took up the 
task. An engineer of much practical ex- 
perience, he conceived the idea of the pun- 
helio motor. Three days after he first 
thought of tapping the illimitable heat of 
the sun, he practically solved the problem. 
After business hours and on holidays he 
worked out the details of this invention of 
stupendous importance. 


Hitherto the flercest degree of heat pos- 
sible of attatnment was the 6,000 degrees 
registered in the electric arc. By his motor 
Dr. Calver can generate 24,000 degrees of 
heat, and he can control 10,000 degrees with 
absolute safety. He is now constructing an 
apparatus which will give him the control 
of the full amount of heat generated by 
his motor. 


Dr. Calver has in his workshop, which is 
an outdoor space, necessarily, 1600 small 
mirrors, on frames of varying |sizes. The 
largest frame holds 810 mirrors, the smallest 
28. 


Each mirror reflects from 10 to 15 degrees 
of heat, according to the heat or warmth of 
the day, the angle of the mirror and the 
location of the sun. 

For ordinary use Dr. Calver never em- 
ploys more than one or two og his mirror 
frames at the same time. The rays of the 


Ericsson, ‘in-sun are focused on a plece of highly bur- 
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nished metal, like the inside of a wash ba- 
sin, though much larger. 

The focusing point is attached to a heat 
reservoir. This a round metal tank, filled 
with certain minerals and fitted with tignt 
doors. The minerals absorb the heat, which 
may be drawn off like cider from a barrel. 

Around the heat reservoir are circular 
wooden tracks, on which the mirror appar- 
atus may be moved, running on wheels, to 
catch the rays of the sun at the proper

The first discovery of the treasure was

trees planted by him there. 

Like his fayorite character, Rip Van 
Winkle, Mr. Jefferson woke up to find him- 
self exceedingly surprised—in this instance, 
rather agreeably, however, inasmuch as he 
discovered himself to be the possessor of 4 
block of salt worth an enormous fortune.

Crowder’'s story told by himself is this: 


By WADE CROWDER. 


E have just come from Tallahatchie 
W County, in Mississippi. We ran 
away from George Crowder, who 
has held us as slaves. We did not know we 
were free. We had not heard of the Civil 
war. We did not know the slaves had been 
freed. Our master owns a big plantation in 
a remote part of Tallahatchie County. The 
nearest railroad point is Grenada, 80 miles 
away, and the nearest town is Cascilla, 10 
miles from’ the plantation. Crowder owned 
us when we were born. We were among a 
hundred slaves on his plantatiom ‘He has 
worked us from sunrise to sunset under an 
armed guard in the field, has fed us from 
like hogs, has beaten us brutally 
for the Slightest fault, and has even denied 
us relaxation from our work when we 
wanted to bury our dead.

The master Kept us remote from the out- 
side world. He had bloodhounds to catch us 
if we attempted escape, and beat us bru- 
tally if we exhibited discontent with our 
lot. He sometimes beat a slave to death. 
We were helpless. We could not read or 
We Knew nothing about freedom for 
Every day we saw slavery 
around us. Upon one was the plan- 
tation of Bent Willis, who has a hundred 
and on the other the place of John 
Bailey, who has ftifty. These men worked 
together to held and work their slaves. 
They caught runaways for each other and 
kept curious people away. Their slaves 
made them rich, and the richer they got 
the more secure they became in their slave- 
holding ~ 


last March there was a fire on ec Crow- 
der plantation. One of the slaves told me 
the magter had suspicions that I had 
caused the fire and that the next morning 
he would tie me to a post and beat me until 
| confessed. 1 was innocent. But I knew 
my innencence would aval! me nothing if 
the cruel master had singled me out. I re- 
solved to run away. I stole out that night, 
taking my wife and daughter with me. We 
ran all night through the wilds of Talla- 
hatchte County, expecting every minute to 
hear the baying of bloodhounds upon our 
trail, We struggied through swamps and 
thick underbrush, wading in streams to de- 
ceive the doga we knew would follow and 
finally hiding at dawn in thick brush by a 
creek, That day the pursuit sounded all 
around us, but we were not found and ran 
again that night. The next dawn showed 
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We were too tired and hungry to keep 
wandering through the woods. 

The city was Grenada. On its streets that 
morning we heard for the first time what 
other negroes had known for 36 years—that 
the black man of the South was free. We 
were overjoyed, but still fearful that our 
master would find us and take us back in 
the far-away hills. We hid in Grenada that 
day and stole into a box car that night. 
Within two days we crawled out at Joliet. 
We were in the North, and people told us 
we need not longer fear, for our master 
would not dare pursue us beyond the soli- 
tudes of the Tallahatchie hills. 


RESULT OF INVEST IGATION. 
GRENADA, Miss., Nov. 21. 
By a Staff Correspondent of the Sun- 


day Post-Dispatch. 
AYS the Rev. Magee: “In the name of 
S humanity and Christian civilization, 
I demand an investigation.”’ 

The St. Louis Sunday Post-Dispatch has 
accomplished the task. It has investigated. 
Up to the middle of the present month not 
less than a hundred newspapers of promi- 
nence and high standing in the United 
States had printed the story of Wade and 
Matilda Crowder, giving the assurance of 
Re? J. H. Magee of Chicago that it is a 
true story. Millions of persons in the North 
had read the story and many of these, per- 
haps the greater part, had believed. 

Saturday, Sept. 17, a representative of the 
Sunday Post-Dispatch left St. Louis with 
instructions to learn positively if the story 
of the Crowders is true. He went to the 
city of Grenada, in the north central part 
of the State of Mississippi. 

Grenada is the county seat of Grenada 
Cc ounty. It is one of the principal places of 
Mississippi, which has no big citie$. Mem- 
phis and Mobile are just over her borders, a 
double misfortune the state keenly feels. 
Grenada is on the Illinois Central Railroad 
and the Yalobusha river, 600 miles south 
of St. Louis. The hills of Mississippi en- 
compass it about. The cotton of Mississippi 
is its staple of commerce. There is a com- 
press there, and at tihs time of the year 
all roads from the hills and the valleys 
around her are hard-beaten with the haul- 
ing of cotton. In its people, its commerce 
and its architecture Grenada is distinctive- 
ly southern. It has handsome women and 
preity girls, and there is a quiet, compan- 
jonable chivalry about the men. The whites 
and the blacks are half and half in num- 


bers. 

It is 3% miles northwest through the hills 
to ¢ ‘ascila— % miles of rough riding through 
green cypress woods and cotton fields and 
hillside corn. It was Sunday when the Post- 
Dispatch representative rode through the 
Grenada hills to find the man with a huan- 
dred slaves. It was the Puritan's ideal 
Sabbath day, with rest for man and beast 
alike and the country folk sprinkled along 
the road going to and from church. There 
were churches in the very midst of the 
wood and schoolhouses everywhere, and, 
judging from the happy faces of the ne- 
groes and their evident predominance in 
numbers, the man with a hundred slaves 
was still afar off. 

Casciila is a little hamlet in.the woods on 
the hills. It is just over the border of Gre- 
nada County, and right in the path of the 
long-age march which Ferdland De Soto 
and his aristocracy of Castile made through 
the South when they sought the city of 
gold. The name of the town is from them. 
There is a little colony of one-story stores, 
a few low, long-porched homes and a cot- 
ton gin. Wade Crowder says his master's 
plantation is 10 miles from this place. Some- 
one in Cascilla will know. 

John H. Brown lives in Casecilla. He ts 
the richest man in the place.@ He is 3), 
smooth shaven and genial. He wears a big 
crushed hat with the dusts of ever 80 many 
years carefully held in its brim. He owns 
one of the stores’ and several plantations 
around, and he has more than a hundred 
families of negroes sowing and reaping his 
crops. He has a cotton gin with three mils, 
and these November days mapy men, white 
and black, stream into his place with sam- 
ples of cotten. whieh ts to be pulled to 
know if it is long or short and bought and 
sold according to its worth. When the 
newspaper man went in he was jist behind

bundles of sample cotton. 
jolly, plain-looking man of 
thousands, one of them said: 

“One staple bale, Mr. Brown. 

“One staple, eh?’ 

Mr. Brown unrolls the cotton and gets 
into it with his fingers. He feels it for its 
quality and pulls it for its length. 

“Which one of these 
all feel alike to me.” 

‘This one, sah. it’s better’n the balance 

“Purty short, Joe; but I'li.give ye 10 cents 
for it and 9% fer the rest.” 

Joe growled about it, but it 
the cotton was bought and sold. 

The first citizen of Cascilla knew all about 
the Tallahatchie country. He knew the 
plantations, who owned them, who worked 
them, how many negroes were there, what 
the crops were like and just how the cot- 
ton was sown and reaped. 

““Niggers get mighty good treatment here 
in Tallahatchie,’’ he said. “‘Plantation own- 
ers and managers have to do it. Labor is 
scarce, and we can’t compel a nigger to 
stay with us if he wants to move. The best 
we can do is to make a contract with them 
for a year, and if they leave us before their 
time is up the law permits us to bring 
them back or sue the man who took them 
away. We are bringing lots of niggers in 
here from Georgia, and have not got enough 
yet. We pay $5 a head to people who can in- 
duce families to lecate on our plantations 
end work for us one year. If we treat them 
good they stay, and if we treat them ill 
they leave us when the year is up and give 
the plantation such a black eye among 
their race that it is impossible to get oth- 
ers to locate there. This is the condition 
through Mississippi. Lots of the younger 
blacks are going to the cities. They accom- 
plish nothing there, and are better off on 
the farm, but it is hard to make them 
see it.”’ 

“Do you know a plantation 
the name of George Crowder, Mr. Brown?” 
he lives east of Grenada, in Gren- 
ada County. I know the whole family. They 
never lived in Tallahatchie. There have 
never been any Crowders over here and 
are none now.” 

So it was not in Tallahatchie County, at 
all! What a will-o’-the-wisp was the man 
with the hundred slaves. 

There is no George Crowder in Talla- 
hatchie County. Everyone in Cascilla is 
sure of that. Moreover they knew of the 
man in Grenada County very well, for they 
had heard of Wade Crowder's slavery tale 
and said it was known all through north- 
ern Mississippi and regretted for the faise 
light in which it shows the South. 

“Crowder tells an impossible story,’ said 
Mr. Brown. “‘You have ridden around in our 
county. You have seen how impossible it 
must be for any plantation owner to work 
armed guards in the fields. 
passing on the public road 
wowd see. And how long do you think it 
would last after someone had seen it? 
Mercy! Do you think we are without jeal- 
ousies and politics in this country? How 
long do you suppose a man who cannot 
have slaves would permit men in hls own 
neighborhood, county or state to have them 
when slave-holding is contrary to law? So 
Crowder says George Crowder's farm is 88 
miles from a railroad, There is not a spot 
in Mississippi that is 30 miles Gom a rail- 
road, and there is not a plantation in Mis- 
sissippl which is not viewed from the public 
roads and where it would not be as impos- 
sible to hold slaves in this day as it would 
be to work slaves in the strteets of St. 
Louis. I know this Wade Crowder. We all 
know him. He has never made a track in 
Tallahatchie County. He is a Grenada 
County nigger with a bad name among 
whites and blacks alike, and we have for 
months been astonished that people in the 
North would so far credit his impossible 
tale as to print it. It is a ridiculous He, 
which Crowder tells to win sympathy and 
something to eat.” 

It is 30 miles from Cascilla to the George 
Crowder place east of Grenada. Wade 
Crowder did not know where the master 
lived by #0 miles and et he had just come 
from there! 

If Wade Crowder'’s story is true the 
George Crowder place must be a formidable 


place to approath! if ie are 100 slaves 
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under guard there the place must have a 
wall and moat, a portcullis and bridge and 
bristle with guns! There must be blood- 
hounds lying around—big fellows with 
long fangs and drooping ears! 

But the story of Wade Crowder is not 
true. 

George Crowder lives in a place as harm- 
less as it appears. It is the old homestead 
of his father, Ransom D. Crowder, who died 
-6 years ago. Before the war the Crowders 
were the wealthiest family in Grenada 
County. They owned the most of the city 
of Grenada. 
and the sons and their 
tansom D.

neighbors say that 
Crowder was one of the kindest 
having no overseers on. his 
because he thought such people 
worked the niggers too close.”’ 
The war ruined the Crowders. The oid 
homestead shows it. Thirty-five years ago 
it was one of the finest homes in the South 
and the scene of much brilliant southern 
hospitality, but now it is in decay. The 
great plantation of 10,000 acres has been 
sold off until there remain but two pieces, 
worth less than $1500. George Crowder lives 
there. He is 58 years of age and a bachelor. 
He is the man Wade Crowder charges with 
having a hundred slaves and holding them 
in brutal bondage. Here is what the man 
concerned says about it: 


“I have never made any effort tao deny 
the stories Wade tells up North. They are 
worse than ridiculous. I have a little farm 
and two families of colored people live here 
and work on the farm, Wade Crowder is 
named from our family. His parents were 
Slaves owned by my father. Wade was 
freed with all other slaves in the South in 
1864, and he lived here, working for wages, 
until quite a boy. Thousands of freed ne- 
groes did the same thing. Wade has not 
been here for 13 years. He went from the 
farm to Grenada, and was there for years. 
He was a sly fellow, with a bad record, and 
was always in trouble. I was astonished 
when 1 read the story he had told in Il- 
linois, and | wondered if he invented it 
himself. The whole thing is too ridiculous 
to be answered. I wonder anyone in the 
North could believe it. Wade Is simply 
working people for sympathy and its per- 
quisites, and-I expect he is doing better 
than he has done in a long time.”’ 

And this was the man with the hundred 
slaves! 

The plantation of Gen. R. Brent Willis 
lies east of the Crowder place. It is one of 
the finest in the state and the general is 
one of Mississippi's best-known men. He 


was starting out on a hunting trip when’ 


the Post-Dispatch sought him: 

‘“Hiow many slaves have you out here, 
general?’ 

“Hiow many? Well, I see Wade Crowder 
says I've got 530. I'm doing pretty well % 
yeurs after the war. How many people be- 
lieve Wade's stories? 1 wonder anyone can. 
I have a great many darkies on my plan- 
tation. Some of them were my slaves be- 
fore the war, and I think a great deal of 
them. I have given all of them an oOppor- 
tunity to buy themselves a home here on 
the place, and many of them have done it. 
I like my darkies, and I take good care of 
them. They are as happy as any people on 
earth. These are great times for the darky 
in the South. He is free; he has good 
schools at which to educate his children, 
and he works and trades and lives side by 
side with the whites. He has equal rights.” 

The blacks upon the Willis plantation are 
not in slavery. They are, as the general 
says, as happy as any other people on 
earth. They hooted at Wade Crowders 
story and suggested that Wade would get 
“a powerful good lambastin’'”’ if he ever 
returns to the neighborhood in which he 
was born. 

And this was the man with the § slaves’

I suppose this flogging 
gave him the idea for the story of how 
George Crowder had beaten him. He has 
not been on the Crowder ;@ace in 12 or 15 
years, and left Grenada two years ago be- 
cause things were getting too hot for him 
here.’’

‘This story Wade Crowder tells is one of 
the most aggravating things imaginable, It 
is a le without the possibility of truth, 
and yet there seems a constant publication 
of it through the North. If the Sunday 
Post-Dispatch can give the truth of this 
matter as much publicity as Wade Crow- 
der has succeeded in giving his infamous 
tale it will have rendered a great service to 
the people of Mississippi. This story has 
been heard all through the north of the 
State.

George Crowder has two brothers, both 
living at Grenada. One of these is Capt. 
James B. Crowder, one of the best-known 
men in the city, and the other is William 
H. Crowder, the deputy sheriff. Both these 
gentlemen regard the Wade Crowder story 
as a joke so far as the disposition of their 
brother is concerned and an injustice in so 
far as it reflects upon the State of Mis- 
sissippi.

A group of them prepared 


a statement for the Post-Dispatch to show: 


what the negroes think of Wade Crowder’s 


story: 


To Whom It May Concern: 


Having heard with disgust the stories 
told in the North by Wade Crowder, a for- 
mer citizen of this place, we feel it a civil 
and Christian duty, as well as an abundant 
privilege, to refute the charge made against 
our commonwealth and the colored race. 
We brand Crowder’'s statements as wanton 
and malicious. 

No negro in the South believes himself a 
Slave, and permit us to say here that in 
and around Grenada the feeling between 
the white and colored people is most cordial 
and satisfactory. Our laboring classes are 
given work and paid for it, and there is no 
prejudice against colored labor. In every 
mechanical work the negro works for and 
with the white man. 

Wade says that if he were to “write down 
there and tell about the freedom he is en- 
joying none of the negroes could read it.” 
This is insulting and malicious, for more 
than half of the negroes in Mississippl can 
read and write. More colored children than 


white children go to the public schools in 


Grenada, It is as much a surprise now toe 
find a negro who cannot read or write as 
it was a surprise before the war to find 
who could read or write. Wade was 
hungry when he told his miserable tale, 
and when he found it gained him some- 
thing to eat he poured it out without regard 
for the truth.

The quickest German steamers do not 
maintain their high speed all the year 
round. The Cunard and White Star com- 
panies keep up their regular service in 
winter as well as in summer. Their steam- 
ers sail regularly at a fixed hour and ar- 
rive at their destination with great reg- 
ularity. 

The steamers of one of these Nnes gen- 
erally arrive ih New York at about 8 o'clock 
in the morning, and acceleration of speed, 
to be of value, would necessttate arrival

on the previous evening in time to land 
passengers. 

The voyage would thus have to be short- 
ened say, by 12 to 15 hours, which means 
that the speed to be maintained would be 
“4 knots, against 21 knots, and this would 
entai) a further coal consumption of 0 
tons or more.

To build a large steamer to maintain the 
maximum speed involves heavy expenditure 
and British shipowners point out that they 
have no encouragement from the govern- 
ment. Their best steamers receive a sub- 
sidy to tnsure their service for the gov- 
ernment as armed cruisers, but no sooner 
do they bulld an tmproved vessel than thy 
subsidy is withdrawn from one of the 
older steamers to be given to the new one, 
It is much the same with the mails.

Never do I smold a child or whip it, no 
matter how bad the offence may have bias 
The treatment is always by hindmeas oni 
advice, explaining that it ts wrong to fight 
or tell a story and that they should try to 
do what fs right and good. As every par- 
ent has. or should have, the confidence of 
his children, it ought not to be a difficult 
matter to acquire the power of hypnotizing 
them, and in my opinion at least one mem- 
ber of every family should make a study of 
the science if only to exercise moral and 
elevating influences, 

In bringing about the influence it ts cus- 
tomary to repeat the suggestion to sleep as 
many times as possible to quiet the nerves 
and sooth the mind and to have no fear of 
any harm. A suggestion always gains by 
repetition. Another important potnt is that 
the advice given must be of a moral echarac- 
ter, particularly as to health and habits. 
It is to play upon the subject’s better na- 
ture that these suggestions are given. The 
voice should be lowered to a moderate tone 
and the words spoken slowly and with 
feeling. 

The impression is gained that hypnotism 
is a medicine and should only be given as 
such. To use it as a source of amuse- 
ment is a great mistake and might result in 
a weakening of the mind. In a hypnotic 
state character is shown much stronger 
than in consciousness; therefore it ts of 
vital importance to make the influence of 
a beneficial character. While there may 
be no particular danger in it, experiments 
in the hands of amateurs would be an uncer- 
tain quantity. 

If the condition of the mind ts studied it 
will readily be seen that the results must 
necessarily depend upon the words spoken 
to the subject. Under the influence a sub- 
ject is not in his own mind, so to speak; 
he follows entirely the advice given to 
him.

I confess to have a somewhat sceptical 
ming, the longer I practice medicine, with 
respect to any- absolue theory to govern 
dietary rules. 

I have seen many times that the very 
article of diet which theoretically would 
seem to be about the worst possible for

faction to the palate. 


Often, when a patient has expressed a 
longing for some particular food or drink, 
I have found that the patient was benefited 
by having this cCesire gratified. I do not 
wish to be understood as saying that this 
would be the invariable result, because I 
know thd contrary to be true. Talso know 
that there is the element of chance in lis- 
tening to and granting tients’ vagaries 
and fancies. 

Physicians are prone to forget that in 
order to make food digestible we must 
make it palatable. This rule holds good 


with a well perscn; assuredly it is the case 


is distasteful in any degree, it becomes dif- - 
ficult of assimilation. 

To what extent the central nervous sys- 
tem has power to produce this effect I am 
not prepared to affirm. although I am 
convinced it is an tmportant influence and 
has a decided gction. I am 4lso sure that, 
from a pgsiological standpoint, sapid sub- 
stances, food served in an attractive form, 
tend to promote the secretion of the diges- 
tive fluids in larger amount. This is true 
invariably when there are mastication and 
deglutition. It is also true possibly when 
food is simply earried to the stomach by 
means of the’ stomach tube. 


To what degree, we may ask, Its suitable 
and well considered preparation of food 
essential to proper combustion and reduc- 
tion of its constituents to forms from a 
chemical point of view essential to our well- 
being, whether sick or well? The addition 
of a substance, such as sugar, in moderate 
amount, to many beverages and to some 
foods will not only render them more ac- 
ceptable to taste, but will likewise help di- 
gestion, and in both these ways enable the 
digestive organs to tgansform them so as 
to be in no way injurious. It is here often 
merely a question of quantity.

we shall infrequently be called to consider 
and treat manifestations’ which we must 
call gouty, for lack of some better or more 
satisfactory term. It is true, also, that we 
must be careful not to eliminate certain 
foods from our dietary regimen of people 
thus disposed, merely because generically 
they are in the same category as others. 


There are assimilable starches easy of dl- 
gestion to stomachs which rebel at others, 
and yet chemistry or even the microscope 
does not always tell us why. I have Known 
many instances in which rice cooked in va- 
rious forms was perfectly acceptable, when 
symptoms of dyspepsia would follow after 
a small portion of potato taken in any 
form. I have also known patients who 
could not digest at all a roasted or Boiled 
potato, but could readily digest a potato 
that had been stewed or properly fried in 
thin sections. Some changes may take 
place in the starchy granules by @¢he mode 
of cooking, or through the ingredients com- 
bined with the potato, which render it per- 
fectly suitable food even for an Invalid 
stomach. We know this is irue of bread— 
when fresh or not thoroughly cooked to ex- 
treme dryness, or cooked muvure than once, 
until we have either toast of the English 
or zwieback of the Germans, it »ccasionally 
retains the starch granules almost intact, 
or a large portion of the bread is not 
brought to that intermediate state of dex- 
trin which allows the saliva to take hold 
of it and change it so as to become a most 
readily assimilable food.

night, or the fixed, more or less constrained 
position during sleep, aggravated rheu- 
matic pains, while gouty pains were rc- 
lieved or did not appear at such time in 
so marked a degree. . 

This statement is not true of certain neu- 
ralgic pains, which are spasmodic ff na- 
ture, come and disappear rapidly, and are 
simple twinges or severe shocks ‘which 
make the most courageous cry out with 
agony. There are exceptions also to be 
found in those severe cramps of the mus- 
cles of the lower limbs which only a strong 
effort, or pressure, or bandaging of the ef- 
fected member is sufficient to arrest. 

In gouty troubles of the throat, and 
more especially of the larynx, all astring- 
ent or powerful “applications are out of 
place. They almost invariably aggravate 
the local determination, and add to the 
patient’s distress in a very evident manner, 
What is needed here must be soothing and 
anodyne. Why this fs, is not usually ap- 
preciable by the senses. There may not 
be the slightest evidence of local inflamma- 
tion, and yet the pain is acute and some- 
times almost unbearable. In these cases 
I have known a spasm of the glottis of 
an alarming character to be brought on 
suddenly by the intemperate use of medic- 
inal agents which ordinarily would cause 
little or no distress. . 

In some persons the gouty disturbance 
is apparently ushered in with functional 
upset of the liver. 

I have little doubt that many gouty mani- 
festations which appear to be functional, 
or which still remain somewhat obscure, 
are of the nature of congestive or inflam- 
matory disorders.

JE failure of a marriage—the trage- 

dies that followed in the train of the 

union of an old man and a young 
woman—have come to notice through one 
of the most sensational will cases ever 
brought to the Michigan courts. 

The case is a contest in the Genessee 
County Probate Court over the remark- 
able will of Mrs. Grace “Newton, wife of 
Judge William. Newton, who shot herself 
fatally on the afternoon of Aug. 31 last. 

It was a strange will. 

Perhaps its most remarkable portion is 
her request that her remains be cremated 
and her ashes ‘“‘scattered to the four winds 
by Willlam Crapo Orrell.”’ 

This request has not been carried out. 
Instead her body was placed in a her- 
metically sealed casket and buried in Glen- 
wood Cemetery, Flint. 

Mrs. Newton's estate comprised $12,000 
left her by her uncle, Charles Stone, of 
New York, and several thousand dollars in 
' mortgages assigned to her by her husband, 
who was wealthy. The will disposes of 
only $5,900. It was written on fine note 
' paper in an easy flowing hand on the day 
of her death, and was witnessed by two 
colored servants. 


Judge Newton's attorneys claim that the 
ineatrument is not legally entitled to be re- 
ceived, as it does not conform to the stat- 
utes because its maker was not competent 
to make a will and she was unduly influ- 
enced. 

Mrs. Newton wat’ 26 years of age when 

she shot herself. She had been married 
eight years to William Newton, an octo- 
genarian, and as a result of their union 
had one child, a boy of 5 years, mentioned 
in the will. 
' The Newton family was one of the most 
prominent in eastern Michigan. Judge 
Newton had been on the Circuit bench for 
thirty years, a Democratic office-holder in 
a heavily Republican district. He is worth 
@ quarter of a million. 


It was Judge Newton's intense desire for 
an heir to his fortune that led to his mar- 
riage to a young girl eight years ago.

Prots. McGee and Gill May Never Return 
From the Study of a Cannibal Tribe 
Known as Tepokas, in Mexico. — 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 2.

WO American scientists from the 
Bureau of American Ethnology have 
just! entered upon a mission from 

which the chances are heavy they will 
never return alive. 

They are Profs. W. J. McGee and De- 
lancey W. Gill. They have gone into a 
wild, uninhabited region in the county of 
Bonoro, ‘Mex., ‘upon the eastern coast of 
the Gulf ef California, to study the racial 
eharacteristicae and history of the Indian 
tribe known as the Tepoxas. 

The Tepokas are savages 
faintest trace of civilization. No white 
man has seen them for fifty years. Yet 
they are supposed to exist still, totally is- 
olated, cammibalistic and in a primitive 
stage of life. Their numerical strength is 
unknown, but there are supposed to be 
Some thousands of them. 

Profs. McGee and Gill left Washington

The Tepokas were brought to the atten- 
tion of the bureau of ethnology several 
years ago. Ethnologists were anxious to | 
learn their history.

tant were examined, but only slight refer-_ 


ences to the tribe could be found in old 
Spanish archives now in the City of Mexico. 

The writings dated back several hundred 
years, and the facts obtained were ontire- 
ly too meager to satisfy the government 
experts. Investigation in Sonoro, where 
the Tepokas were last seen, elicited the 
fact that no white man had laid eyes on 
one for 0 years. 

Here was a prime subject for the bureau 

of ethnology. It decided at once-to ft out 
@n expedition to enter the Tepoka lands 
and study the people. Prof. MeGee was 
chosen to lead the expedition. Accompany- 
ing him are Prof, Gill, Prof. Forbes of the 
University of Arizona, John Carroll, an 
American teamster; John Moberly, a Texas 
cowboy; Senor Aurelia, a Mexican; Senor 
Mata, a Mexican customs official, and 
Hugh Norris, an Indian interpreter, 
. This band of scientists and plainsmen 
_ have taken six months’ supplies with them. 
‘Their only camp eq are cooking 

Utensils, a blanket for man and a few 


plomacy they are.liable to fall victims 
of the human flesh-eating savages. 

That portion of the county of Sonora 
in which the Tepokas are located is but 
little known. It is mostly an uninhabit- 
ed desert, and just how any man or tribe 
of men can exist there is a mystery. There 
is in certain localities nothing but sand 
for miles and mfles. There is no sign of 
vegetation, no water and nothing upon 
which a humar being can live. 

The Tepokas have existed, however, for 
hundreds of years in this sterile district, 
and, contrary to the habits of other tribes, 
have been content to remain upon their na- 
tive ground. ‘They evidently find the ter- 
ritory to their liking. 

The Tepokas are supposed to be a branch 


They are now probably in the heart of 
the Tepoka country. Whether they are 
alive er not, however, is not known. They 
may have long since been killed and de- 
youred. 


The Tepokas are cannibals, and unless 
the American party exerts tact and di- 


of the Ceris tribe. The latter tribe a few 
years ago killed and ate R. EB. L. Robinson, 
a@ newspaper correspondent, and a compan- 
ion, who were investigating their mode of 
life and history. 

The purpose of the scientists now in that 
country is to study the history, the customs 
and the condition of the Tepokas. It Is 
among the few tribes of Indians now living 
upon which the American government is not 
well posted. 

Prof. McGee contempletes bringing one 
or two of the Tepokas back to civilization 
with him when he returns to show them the 
country. It is possible, however, in view of 
their secluded way of living, that none of 
them will accept such an offer.

The Arctic dog is indigenous to the Aro- 
tic regions and very few specimens have 
been seen in the United States. He is about 
the size of an Irish setter and is ugly. The 
average weight is 56 pounds. Nansen had 
with him on one of his trips 28 dogs, the 
least weighing 38.and the largest 78 pounds 

Nine dogs in teams of three were hitched 
to one sled, each sled containing 440 pounds. 
Over smooth ice the dogs draw the sledges 
at a@ rapid rate, but, although sure ani 
nimble of foot, they make very slow prog- 
ress on a rough surface. 

Their thick coats of fur, soft as that of 
a common cat, fil them for great endurance 
as far as the cold is concerned. Seldom, ac- 
cording to the writers on the Arctic re- 
sions, do the dogs get near the fires when 
they. are not in use. They sleep comfortably 
on a bed of shavings spread on the ice.

crime was committed hfd been wrested 
from the murderer's hands by the family 
goachman of the Richardsons.

The strangest sequel of the murder was 
the revolution it wrought in the daily life 
of George L. Richardson. 

After the murder he continued to live in 
the McLean Asylum, a luxurious institu- 
tion, where wealthy patients are treated, 
and there he has since lived, though under 
no restraint. It was given out that he was 
being treated there for surstroke. And 
there he still lives. 

By day he enjoys all the privileges of a 
wealthy man of business, and walks the 
Streets of Wakefield and of Boston as free 
and apparently as*sane as anyone. He has 
a comfortable fortune and is as shrewd in 
its management as any man. 

His demeanor betrays no signs of insan- 
ity. To all he is a well-pre- 
served man of business, with the keenest 
intellect in financiai matters. He is a close 
follower of the stock market and he 
business on the street through his brokers. 

By night he is an inmate of an asylum, 
though the phrase has a meaning little 
like the picture of horrors it calls up. His 
hours are his own, his rooms are luxurious, 
his meals are what he chooses, his pursuits 
and hobbies those of an intellectual man. 

Even greater privil are accorded to 
Mr. Richardson. Four times a week he goes 
to Boston. No keeper attends him, no de- 
tective shadows him, no restrain# is placed 
over his liberty. 

He has all the freedom 
that are accorded a wealthy man ata fash- 
ionable hotel. In Boston no person who sees 
him on the street suspects that the well- 
groomed man, with the shiniest of silk 
hats, immaculate linen and benevolent de- 
meanor, purported to be insane and 
spends every night of his life in an asylum.

His own children, however, he never sees, 
nor will they mention his name to stran- 
gers.

George P. Richardson, the younger son, 
who nearly lost his life on the night 
his brother was killed, grew to manhood, 
and after a university education entered 
the Atlas National Bank of Boston. He is 
now its paying teller, and lives in the West- 
minster Chambers in Copley square. His 
oldest sister married Dr. George E. Percy 
of Salem, Mass.

Mr. Richardson worships at the Congre- 
gational Church in Waverly, and is always 
liberal in his offerings when the plate is 
passed.

American application of a new anesthesia, 
which promises to play an important part 
in the medical science of the future. 

The distinctive feature of the new an- 
esthetic is the fact that it is injected di- 
rectly into the spinal column. Never be- 
fore has any American surgeon attempted 
this dangerous operation and the audience 
looked on breathless as Dr. Keen coolly 
took the hypodermic syringe and sent the 
fluid into the serum surrounding the pre- 
ternaturally delicate and sensitive spinal 
cord. 

The patient was a feeble old colored man, 
Wright Williams, aged 65 years. He was 
afflicted with a case of aggravated hernia 
and was so emaciated by age and suffering 
that he could barely walk into the room. 

After the examination Dr. Keen decided 
that his condition precluded the use of 
chloroform or any other of the ‘anesthetics 
applied by inhalation and decided to make 
the first application of the new method of 
eucain injection. 

A special platinum pointed syringe was 
employed and this was a 2 per cent solu- 
tion of eucain, specially prepared and care- 
fully sterilized after the German formula 
by Dr. Geerge W. Spencer. 

Dr. Keen was assisted in the operation by 
Drs. John H. Gibbons and William P. 
Hearn. The puncture was made through the 
fourth lumbar vertebra and the needle was 
pushed through the tissue until the cerebro- 
spinal fluid escaped drop by drop through 
the needle. Then the syringe was attached 
and the eucain injected into the serum con- 
tained in the sack surrounding the spinal 
cord. 

The operation did not seem to affect the 
patient in the least. During its continuance 
he chatted with the physician and mani- 
fested no symptoms of any pain. 

Commencing two minutes after the in- 
jection the patient began to gradually lose 


N the presence of an audience of 700 stu- 


all sense of feeling. First there was a tin- | 


gling sensation in the feet, a numbness 
slowly spreading to the knees, and finally 
he had lost all sensation below the shoul- 
ders. 

Then the cutting began. The keen-bladed 
surgeon’s knife was plunged into the ab- 
domen and several incisions made, and, al- 
though Williams was entirely conscious, he 
never winced or made the least sign of suf- 
fering. An operation which would have sub- | 
jected him to intense torture, without the 
application of an anesthesia, was rendered 
entirely painless through the use of the 
new deadening agent. 

The effects of the injection lasted for 
about an hour, giving the doctors full time 
to carefully perform their work. At its con- 
clusion the old colored man was apparent- 
ly stronger than when the operation com- 
menced, and barring a slight headache, 
rested easily. 

The importance of this operation and the 
consequent demonstration of the actual 
practicability of spinal injections of eucain, 
cannot be overestimated. 

While the discovery of chloroform, ether 
and other similar inhaling agents was 
concededly a wonderful advance in the di- 
rection of painless surgery, it is neverthe- 
less true that the perfect anesthesia has | 
yet to be found. 

Last vear word came over the water that 
in Germany and in France practitioners 
had dared te penetrate the sacred precincts 
of the spinal canal, and had by injecting 
cocaine there been able to produce the 
anesthesia in all parts of the body below 
the point of entrance of the injection. 
Wonderful as the mere statement seems, 
the casual reader cannot appreciate even 
the beginning of the significance attaching 
to the power of the physician and the sur- 
geon to produce such insensibility to pain. 
No sooner was the achievement heralded 
from abroad than the profession here took 
up the line of experiment suggested and 1t | 
became at once a subject of interesting 
discussion.

New York had by following an idea of his 
own produced anaesthenia in a dog and 
in a man by the injection of cocaine into 
the spinal canal. He had recorded his ex- 
periments, fortunately, so that there is no 
disposition now to raise a dispute over 
the discovery, as has been so often the case 
in the medical world. Dr. Corning’s orig- 
inal paper was published in the New York 
Medical Journal of Oct. 31, 1885. 

His paper and his discovery alike were 
passed to one side and forgotten until the 
interest awakened among American sur- 
geons by the announcements of last year 
from Europe brought them to the light 
again. There was further publication of 
Dr. Corning’s discovery in 1886, and again in 
a book on ‘Pain,’ which he published in 
1894, five vears before the beginning of the 
present awakening of the profession. But 
it remained for Germany and France to 
develop the idea that Dr. Corning had 
given to the world, and to put it forth as 
a discovery in 1899, and the profession at 
home gave more attention toa suggestion 
from over the water than the original idea 
received during fourteen years that it had 
been at their disposal here. 

The discovery of chloroform or of ether, 
the application of cocaine or the perfection 
of antisepsis would perhaps hardly be said 
to be of greater importance than the dis- 
covery of spinal anesthesia is likely to 
prove. Under it insensibility of the body 
up to the neck has been produced, while 
consciousness and the possession of all 
the faculties of the mind remained with 
the patient. Even power over the muscles 
remains, though not in all cases to its full 
degree, while sensibility has departed from

The 
Spinal canal continued to be the unknown, 
protected by the veneration of men who 
were quite willing to carve up most of the 
rest of the human organism. That may be 
why heads were shaken at Dr. Corning's 
notion when it was promulgated in 18%, and 
one reason why it was passed by while his 
experiments founded on it wére not heeded. 

Another reason may have been that Dr. 
Corning was at the time less than 9% years 
old. Dr. Corning himsef continued to make 
use of his discovery in the medication of 
the spinal cord, but as this was in private 
medical practice, done quietly, it did not at- 
tract the attention which inevitably must 
have been drawn to it in surgery. Dr. Corn- 
ing is not a surgeon. He is a speg¢ialist in 
mental and nervous diseases, a neurolo- 
gist. 

in his experiments of 18% he produced in- 
sensibility in the parts supplied by the sen- 
sory nerves issuing from the lower part of 
the spinal cord by injecting a 3-per-cent so- 
lution of cocoainé between the llth and 12th 
dorsal! vertebrae. He had previously ex- 
perimented on a dog, and found by tests 
with a needle and the electric wire brush, 
which is more severe, that while the dog's 
forelegs retained their sensibility, its hind- 
legs were practically without it, although 
the dog was able to use them, though in 
a way somewhat like that characteristic of 
victims of locomotor ataxia, holding them 
far apart. 

The nerves which issue from the lower end 
of the spinal cord are bunched in such a 
way that the bundle hase been named the 
horse’s tail, Cauda equina. The cord proper 
contains brafn matter, which governs in- 
voluntary activities, the seat of the reflex 
action that saves people so much thinking 
to which otherwise they would be com- 
pelled. The horse’s tail is simply nerve 
fibers and even if one of them is slightly 
'scratched with a needle no harm is done. 
Dr. Corning told in his original paper that 
he was led to the expedient of an anesthetic 
‘injection between the sections of the back- 
bone by a knowledge of the fact that in the 
human body small processes of the ver- 
'tebrae and, enterjng the spinal canal, join 
/the more considerable vessels there. 
“From these theoretical considerations I 
'reasoned,” he said, “that it was highly 
| probable that if the anesthetic was placed 
| between the spinous processes of the verte- 
‘brae, it would be rapidly absorbed by the 
minute ramifications of the veins referred 
to, and, being transported by the blood to 
the substance of the cord, would give rise 
‘to anesthesia of the sensory, and, perhaps, 
| also of the motor tracts of the same.” 

With that idea he began experiments, 
which justified it. He had noted that the 
center of the concavity of the process or 
projection which runs out in a horizontal 
curve from either side of a vertebrae was 
‘about on a line with the posterior limit of 
the canal within the vertebra. Therefore

It should be said that Dr. Corning tn his 
first experiments only deposited the injee- 
tion between the spinous processes, but tn 
later publications he described his method 
of carrying the injection into the canal 
itself; so that it came directly upon the 
Cauda equina. As has been said, he is not 
a surgeon, and he made use of his discovery 
in medical treatment. . 

Should subsequent experiments verify the 
success of this first attempt and eucain 
prove a safe and certain agent, a discovery 
will have been made which will completely 
change the methods in use all over the 
world. | | 

While in Paris Dr. Keen studied the 
method of Tuffier, the leading French sur- 
geon, and who-has operated without a sin- 
gle failure in 160 cases through ‘anasthesia 
produced by spinal injections. 

Tuffier uses cocaine as the fluid, whereas 
Dr. Keen prefers eucain, a newer prepara- 
tion and which is said to possess 
many advantages over cocaine. It is 
not so susceptible to toxic effects, and 
besides, can be more thoroughly sterilized. 
This sterilization is a very interesting pro- 
cess and insures immunity from all lll ef- 
fects through the use of the drug.

Eucain is very powerful and the dose used 
for injection is made up of only two parts.

So far there has been, so far as known, no 
fatality in the use of spinal anesthesia, but 
the history of anesthesia, Dr. Corning 
points out, does not warrant the hope that 
this immunity may continue. “No,” says 
he, ‘‘there will be fatalities; but let there be 
a concerted effort by the Invocation of 
every known precaution to keep the per- 
centage of morality as low as possible. Let 
there be less rivalry of the knife,” less en- 
deavor of one to outslit the other, and more 
attention to improvement of method by the 
invocation of the good offices of experimen- 
tation and the creative imagination.
